ThP ceremonies attending the inaug- 


uration of Colorado's new 
governor 


\v?re marked by simplicity. This was 
in accord with Gov. Orman's expressed 
wish. The ceremonies were carried out 
according to the programme • as an- 
nounced except that the military pa- 
rade and salute were dispensed with. 


The committee on decorations fol- 


loive'l the wish of the new governor 
and the displays were of the simplest 
nature. Two vases of carnations dec- 
nrated the speaker's desk. Some half 
dozen nalms were set 
promiscuously 


over the platform. The chandeliers of 
the room were entwined with ivy and 
holly, while the walls and balustrades 
were covered with the American colors. 
The center chandelier was perhaps the 
finest furnishing In the room. It was 
handsomely decorafced-with flags, ever- 
creen and colored papers. . 


The preparations for the crowds that 


were expected were in charge of a joint 
committee and were well carried out. 
Admission to the hall was by ticket 
only, each member of .the assembly 
being allowed six tickets. 


During the recess intervening bve- 


tu-cen the morning; session of the houso 
and the inaugural ceremonies the com- 
mittee arranged 600 chairs throughout 
the room for the benefit of visitors. 


The doors were thrown open to the 


coneral public at 12 noon and within 
live minutes every available seat in the 
house had been taken. 


The gallery on the left of the speaker 
was reserved for the state officials and 
their families. The families of Gov. 
Orman and ex-Gov. Thomas occupying 
the box at the left end of the gallery; 


It was just 12:14 when the sergeant- 


at-arms announced that the senate was 
at the door asking for admission. The 
speaker directed 
that

mitted, which was done and Lieut. Gov. 
Carney called the joint session together 
at 12:21 and announced that prepara- 
tlonos were complete to inaugurate the 
new governor.

Upon the completion of the oath a 
wave of applause swept over the room 
that was only checked when the new 
governor advanced to the front and 
began unfolding his inaugural message 
preparatory to Its reading. The mes- 
sage was given the strictest attention. 
Especially was this attention noticed 
when the govenor was reading those 
parts of his message pertaining to the 
state's finances 
and 
home rule for 
Denver. 
' The message as read is published in 
full on page seven of this morning's 
Gazette. 


As the governor turned from the com- 


pletion of his Inaugural address ex- 
Gov. Thomas was the first person to 
grasp his hand and congratulate him as 
governor of Colorado.

Washington, Jan. 8.—Argument was 


becun in the United States supreme 
court today In the Puerto Rican cus- 
toms cases now before that court. The 
five consolidated 'cases were taken up 
and P. R. Coudert spoke in behalf of 
the plaintiffs against the government in 
the case known as the De Lima case.

Puerto Rico had come completely under 
tho sovereignty and dominion of the 
Vnited States—a geographical part of 
what Marshall had called the "Amer- 
ican empire." He argued that the 


clause of the Paris treaty leaving th 
determination of the civil rights and 
political status of the native Inhab 
itants to congress was merely declara 
tory of the power to the Constitution 
to withhold political rights and fran 
chises and to establish civil govern 
ment and enact municipal law in al 
places whore no state government ex 
ists."

to 102, the house today accepted the re- 
apportionment plan proposed by the 
Hurloigli bill, which Increases the mem- 
bership of the house during the next do- 
cade from 3ii~ tho present membership, 
and the membership proposed by tho 
committee in the Hopkins' bill, to 3811. 


Senators were Active. 


The result was largely brought about 


by the Influence of certain senators 
from several ot the northern states who 
threw their influence In the scale in 
favor of tlie larger membership. When 
it became apnprent that these factors 
were at work against the bill, Mr. Hop- 
kins attempted to compromise by giv- 
ing an additional representative each to 
North Dakota, Colorado and Florida, 
but his adversaries refused to compro- 
mise after complete victory was assur- 
ed. 


Colorado Gains One. 


The Crumpacker proposition to re- 


commit the bill for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what states abridged the right 
to vote to an extent which would entail 
reduced representation was defeated, 
130 to 110. There was no roll call on 
this vote but a number of Republicans 
voted with the Democrats. Under the 
bill as passed today no state loses a 
representative and the following make 
gains: Illinois, New York and Texas, 
three each; Minnesota, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, two each and Arkansas, 
California, Colorado, Conectlcut, Flori- 
da, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, North Carolina. North 
Dakota, Washington, West Virginia 
and Wisconsin, one each.

Members From Maine And Illinois 


Engage in a Heated Debate 


ON 
REAPPORTIONMENT 
BILL 


Debate Entered Into by Many Mem- 


bers—Abridgment of the Franchise 


'—Senate Proceedings. 


Washington, Jan. 5.—The feature of 


the day on the reapportionmerit in the 
house today was a two hours' speech 
bv Mr. Littlefield of Maine, in favor of 
the Burlelgh bill to increase the mem- 
bership of the house to 386. He had a. 
number of sharp exchanges with Mr. 
Hopkins, chairman of the census com- 
mittee. In which he sustained his rep- 
utation as a hard hitter and vigorous 
debater. 


During the course of the day, Mr. 


Hopkins expressed a wlllngness to ac- 
cent an amendment to his bill which 
would give an additional representa- 
tive each to Forlda, 
Colorado nnd 


North Dakota, the three states with 
majority fractions unrecognized in his 
bill. He claims assured victory for Ms 
bill,,but the advocates of the Burleigh 
bill insist almost as confidently that 
the Hopkins bill will be beaten. 


Sneaker Henderson was again today 


detained at his home by illness and Mr. 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, by designa- 
tion of .the speaker, presided over the 
deliberations of the house. Without In- 
tervening buslnes the debate on the 
reapportionment bill was resumed. Mr. 
Littlefield of Maine was the first speak- 
er. His argument was In favor of the 
Burlelgh bill. That bill provided for a 
house of 386 members. Mr. Llttlefleld 
declared that the Hopkins bill could 
properly1 be entitled "An act to cripple 
the State of Maine in her representa- 
tion in the house and In the electoral 
college," He resented what he termed 
Mr. Hopkins' "assault" on the state of 
Maine. That statement drew from Mr. 
Hopkins an Indignant denial which, led 
• to a sharp exchange between the two 
members. 
, Mr. Iilttlefield sarcastically called Mr. 
Hopkins' attention to the men who, like 
Lovejoy and Fuller, had gone to Illi- 
nois to give distinction to that state. 
"Yet." he 
said, "the gentleman's 
speech yesterday was saturated with a 
pettifogging assault upon Maine." 
"If there is any 
member of this 
house who Is an expert on pettifogging, 
it is the gentleman-, from .Maine," re- 
torted Mr. Hopkinsnr, 
I 


"The gentleman f*p» Maine," replied 
Mr. Littlefield, "neveu,defended a crim- 
inal, but he has proqepnted several and 
he is prosecuting one now;." (Laughter 
and applause.) 
. "That is Jusrthe dirt of a remark I 
should .have expectfecr1 from the gentle- 
man, judging by HIS "previous course on 
this fioor." answered Mr. Hopkins. 


The proposition bn;fhe minority wns, 
Mr. Llttlefleld 
s'aid, ' that no state 


should lose representation under the 
new apportionment. 


Mr. Llttlefleld called attention to the 
paradoxes' of Mr. Hopkins' system of 
computations. The system seemed de- 
signed, he said, to play battledore and 
shuttlecock: with the state of Maine. 


"In it goes and out It goes," said he, 
"whether the representation goes up or 
down." 


."The gentleman points out these al- 
leged paradoxes under the operation of 
the figures of the director of the cen- 
sus." interposed Mr. Hopkins, "yet the 
Burleigh bill is predicated upon the 
same figures." 


After a sharper exchange than usual 
with Mr. Hopkins, the chair was ob- 
liged to call'the gentleman to order'and 
to call attention to the rule which pro- 
vides that the gentleman on the floor 
cannot be interrupted without the con- 
sen of the chair and also to the rule 
that 'members cannot 
address 
each 


other by the second person. 


The gentleman has already 'nterrupt- 


cd me about twenty-five times In viola- 
linn ot the rules," observed Mr. Little- 
field as he WHS about to resume. 


"And the gentleman from Maine has 


violated tho rule with reference to the 
ceoond ptTBon :ibout fifty times," ex- 
clKlmed Mr. Hopkins. 


"The gentleman is becoming exceed- 


ingly technical nnd sensitive." retort- 
ed Mr. Littlefleld. "I will refer to him 
later in the third person and later still 
I .".ntiolpate that he will have shrunk 
sufficiently to permit me to refer to 
him in the fourth or fifth person, and. 
purhnp?, in tho end I can eliminate him 
allosether." (Laughter nnd applause.) 


Proceeding. Mr. Llttlefleld 
argued 


that the constitution In providing for 
decennial apportionment contemplated 
an Increase of the membership until 
the house should become unwleldly. 
The Increase was necessary to keep 
once with the growth of population. 
Mr. Shattuc, of Ohio, followed 
Mr. 


Llttloflelcl. He insisted that In making 
the reapportionment the representa- 
tion should he reduced In all states 
whore the right to vote Is abridged. He 
claimed ten states abridged the suf- 
fraee to an average of 20 per cent. 
They were California 7.7 per cent; Con- 
necticut 5.3; Delaware, 14.3; Louisiana, 
45.8: Maine 5.5; Massachusetts, 6.2; 
Mississippi, 40; North Carolina, 35.7; 
South Carolina 45. and Wyoming 3.4. 


Mr. Klutz of North Carolina, a mem- 


ber of the census committee, argued In 
favor of the Hopkins bill. He favored 
357 because he thought the house was 
already large enough and because on 
that basis there would be no partisan 
advantage to either party, either In the 
house or In the electoral college. 


Mr. Sutherland (Neb.) replied briefly 


to the strictures upon Nebraska and 
the Populists by Mr. Hopkins yester- 
dav. He said one might as well accuse 
McKlniey of being responsible for the 
loss of a representative in Ohio, as to 
say that Bryanlsrn was responsible for 
a similar loss in Nebraska. 


Mr. Llnney (Rep., N. C.,) argued that 


under their oaths.to support the Con- 
stitution, the members In voting upon 
the reapportionment question must 
take cognizance of the abridgment of 
the suffrage In the southern states. He 
cave an entertaining description of 
Democratic election methods in North 
Carolina, scoring the Democrats merci- 
lessly for their action. He was espec- 
ially severe in his 
condemnation of 


their course in calling the legislature 
together last summer to pass a law to 
prevent the issue of writs of manda- 
mus. 


Mr. Sims (Dem.. Tenn.,) asked if the 


real cause of the alleged crimes recited 
bv Mr. Llnney was not to prevent ne- 
gro domination. 


Mr. I/inney replied that the feature 


of neero domination was pure "rot;" 
that all pretext of such fear could be 
destroyed by,requiring all officers of 
the state nnd county to give bond. 


Mr. Small (Dem., N. C..) asked Mr. 


Llnney if he charged fraud in his dis- 
trict. 


"How many negroes are 
there In 
your district?" naked Mr. Llnney. 


"I do not know, but the negroes have 


not a majority." replied Mr. Small. 
"Then." replied Mr. Llnney, quickly, 
"U is possible that 
you may 
have 


soueezed through by leaving hair on 
both sides of the hole without stealing." 
(Laughter.) 


The'house at 6:30 p. m. adjourned. 


SENATE AND THE ARMY 


Washington, Jan. 5.— While the sen- 


ate was in session for more than three 
hours today, little in the way of Im- 
portant legislation was accomplished. 
The committee amendments to the 
*rmy reorganization bill to which no 
objection had been raised were agreed 
to but none of the contested amend- 
ments were considered. Dilatory tac- 
tics were employed by Mr. Pettlgrew 
of South Dakota, to prevent the con- 
sideration of matters that would ad- 
vance the business of the senate. A 
few unobjected measures were taken 
from the calendar and passed. 


A bill extending the mining laws to 
Saline lands was passed. It declares 
all unoccupied public lands containing 
salt doposits to be subject to location 
and "purchase under the mining law. 
The'senate then proceeded to the 
consideration of the army reorganiza- 
tion bill. 


Mr. Proctor of Vermont, offered as an 
amendment to section 22, the provision 
introduced by himself yesterday con- 
cerning vacancies in the 
position of 
chief of staff. The amendment 
was 
adopted. 
• 


When the section of the bill 
was 
reached providing for the appointment 
of volunteer officers to be officers in 
the regular army, an extended dlscus- 
Eion ensued. 
Mr. Money declared there were many 


officers in the volunteer army 
who 
were ds clearly entitled, as gentlemen 
And officers, to commissions in the reg- 
ular army as cadets, who, by hazing 
.and ,by their testimony before the in- 
vestigating committee, "arc today dis- 
gracing the whole country at 
West 
Point." 


The committee amendment providing 
that volunteer officers might be ap- 
pointed to*secpnd lieutenancies was dis- 
agreed to, thus restoring the house pro- 
vision that volunteer officers might be 
appointed to tbe grade of first lieu- 
tenant. 


Commenting on this part of the bill 
Mr. Daniel (Va.) declared that 
he 
wholly disagreed with the committee 
which had drawn the bill. 
As to the 
proposition for the appointment of vol- 
unteer officers to the regular army, Mr. 
Daniel said: 


"It looks like a skillful piece of en- 
gineering by a regular army offlcer to 
keep out of the army many of 
the 
brightest and best military spirits of 
the country. This is the most prescrip- 
tive bill against the volunteers of this 
country that has ever been presented." 


Mr. Daniel declared, sarcastically, 
that the bill constituted a 
beautiful 
welcome to the volunteers returning 
from the Philippines, providing as it 
did, that no volunteer officer could look 
to any better grade than that 


of flrst lieutenant In the regular army. 
"This Is an exclusive bill." he de- 
clared "provided for the purpose of be- 
ing exclusive. I am not for turning 
over the military affairs of the country 
to the regular army." 


Mr. Hawley offered from the commit- 


tee on military affairs an amendment 
providing that the president of the Uni- 
ted States shall have authority to fix 
component parts of any army ration. 
It was adopted. 


This completed the bill, so far as the 


committee amendments were concerned, 
all the other comriilttec amendments 
except those to which objection had 
been offered, having been agreed to. 


Mr. Spooner, at 1:45, moved that the 
senate return to unfinished business. 


Mr. Platt (Conn.) asked for unani- 


mous consent to proceed to the con- 
sideration of a bill to ratify and con- 
firm an acreement with the Muscogee 
or Creek tribe of Indians. 


Mr. Pettigrew objected but later 


withdrew his objection and considera- 
tion of the bill was begun. 


The bill, after being amended in some 


minor particulars, was passed. 


Consideration was then begun of a 


similar measure to ratify an agreement 
with the Cherokee Indians. 


As amended by the committee the bill 
was passed. 


Mr. Allison, chairman of the commit- 
tee on appropriations tried to obtain 
consideration of the legislative, judicial 
and executive appropriation bill but Mr. 
Pettlgrew objected. • 


Bills were then called up from the 
calendar and among those passed were 
the following: 


For the relief of occupants of lands In- 


cluded in the Algodons grant in Ari- 
zona; preventing the granting of a title 
to the land ot big trees in California. 


SENATE BESOLTJTIOW. 
Washington, Jan. B.—Senator Bacon to- 


day Introduced the following resolution: 


"Rcsoiv«d, By the senate, that any and 


every public document, paper or record of 
any department of the government relat- 
ing to any subject whatever over which 
congress has any grant of power, juris- 
diction or control In the Constitution, is 
subject to the call or Inspection of the 
senate for its use in the exercise of its 
constitutional powers and Jurisdiction." 


The resolution went over for further 
consideration.

British Will Build Tbe Largest 


Battleships in the World. 


THEY BUY AMERICAN FLOUR 


Politics and Business Reviews Fi 


tile German Papers—Criticisms 


on Von Buelow. 


London, -Jan. 5.—The British admir- 


alty has decided to build two battle- 
ships which are intended to be the 
largest in the world. The distinction 
of having the largest warships has 
hitherto been held by Italy, with tho 
Lepanto and her sister ship, the Italia. 
Great Britain's 
two 
projected large 


warships, to be respectively named the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales, will be 
2,000 tons heavier than the Italian ships 
mentioned, reaching the enormous dis- 
placement of 18,000 tons, which is 3,500 
heavier than America's biggest armor- 
clad vessel. These tremendous British 
vessels will carry nothing larger than 
12-Inch guns. 
Their 
batteries will 


chiefly be composed of these guns and 
of 7.6-lnch and 6-Inch guns. The de- 
termination to increase the bulk of the 
battleships was only arrived ut after 
much discussion, for since the days of 
the Royal Sovereign (of 14.150 tons), 
the admiralty has been Inclined to fa- 
vor battleships of smaller displacement 
of which the Canopus (of 12.950 tons) 
is the best t£pe. 
In the meanwhile 
Russia. France, the United States and 
Japan have all been Increasing their 
displacements till Great Britain has 
been almost left behind. 
Now she 
steps in. taking 
the 
lead with the 


Queen and Prince of Wales, to say 
nothing of the London and the For- 
midable, both of 15,000 tons, now near- 
ing completion. 
The 
admiralty apparently has as 
great confidence In George W. Watson 
as Sir Thomas Llpton, for It has called 
on the yacht designer to give advice in 
regard to the new royal yacht, now 
better known as 
the 
Royal Naval 
Farce. 
Though the entire force of draughts- 


men at the Portsmouth dock y&r<Jt has 
been persistently working in the en- 
deavor to patch up this unlucky boat, 
the authorities have been unable to 
effect anything. 
It Is hoped Watson 
will be able to save the enormous 
amount of money expended on her. 


though It is not thought the queen will 
ever trust herself on board the boat. 
The latest grievance of English trade 
against America consists in the govern- 
ment purchasing (lour In the United 
States for South Africa. A writer In 
the Morning Post declares this action 
is a fit subject for an Inquiry and that 
it constitutes a most unfair handicap 
for English millers, "while Americans 
who pay no taxes are able to dispose 
of inferior grades." 


It appears that large quantities are 


being purchased In America on account 
of the standard brands and shipment 
being better and ready at the dock. 
The champions of English millers main- 
tain that the government is wrong in 
believing the American 
article 
has 
these advantages, averring that the 
English mills are now fitted with ma- 
chinery superior 
to that In use In 
America and that they are quite able 
to supply the demands for South Afri- 
ca. The pretext, however, is not likely 
to deter the .government from patronlz^ 
Ing this new branch of American in 
dustry. 


Another example of American ag- 
gression calls forth a protest. It ap- 
pears that a wealthy American Is ne- 
gotiating to buy the famous Carshalton 
(or Casehorton) gates in the old Sur- 
rey village of that name, 10 miles from 
London. They are all that remains of 
the place where the Doomsday book 
was compiled. They stretch 120 feet, 
were designed by Leonl, and are sup- 
posed to be the finest specimens in the 
world. The Iron work is attached to 
massive stone piers 
surmounted by 
groups of statuary. 
If the negotia- 


tions are successful they win be taken 
to America though metropolitan art 
critics are getting up a fund In an en- 
deavor, by outbidding, to retain them 
In England.

Beyond admitting that the offer of 
Morgan A Co. had been accepted, nei- 
ther of the officials would discuss the 
subject, nor would they make known 
the terms upon which the transfer was 
made. 


Over 52,000 shares of Reading stocks 


were dealt In In this market today. 
The 
Morgan 
Interests 
practically 
control the Reading properties. 
Additional confirmation of the deal 


was given here tonight by a menfber 
of the executive committee of the board 
of directors of the Reading company, 
who further stated that the directors 
of the company would meet Monday to 
officially complete the purchases aqd 
arrange tot tbe formal transfer of the 
Jersey Central .stock to Its new owners. 
Payment for the Jereey Central stock 
will be made by the Reading company 
by means of low rate collateral trust 


bonds, the purchase stock to be the 
basis upon which such bonds will be 
Issued by the Reading company. 


It is rumored that in all likelihood 
the Lehlgh Valley Railroad company 
will also become part of the Reading 
system and In case It does it will not be 
by lease but by purchasing a control- 
ling Interest In the property. This In- 
terest, it Is believed, has now been se- 
cured, as it was tonight officially an- 
nounced by B. T. Stoteabury, a mem- 
ber of the Dretnl firm, that Drexal &

Springs was made temporary chairman 
and Mr. Harry Tarbell of Denver was 
made temporary secretary. 
A lively 
and enthusiastic 
discussion followed 
the temporary organization as to how 
the objects could best be attained. The 
address which follows was unanimously 
adopted, and a committee, consisting 
of Hon. A. B. Seaman, Mr. W. L. Hart- 
man, Mr. John A. Wayne, Mrs. Ollva 
Butler, Mr. John G. Shields and Mr. 
Harry Tarbell, was appointed to ar- 
range for a permanent 
organization 
and prepare by-laws and to oarry Into 
effect the principles of the address. 
The club adjourned subject to the 
call of the chairman.

SECRET SERVICE PEOPLE 


DISCOVER COUNTERFEITERS 


Washington, Jan. 5.— For at least 


two months the secret service people 
have been at work to discover the mak- 
ers of a large number of counterfeit 
coins, mostly quarters and 
halves, 


which were being freely circulated in 
New York City. Last night and today 
officials of the secret service of the 
treasury 
department, 
under 
Chief 
Wllkle's direction, arrested Plo Paris 
and seven companions, all Italians. 
The fact that large numbers of these 
all-silver counterfeits were being freely 
circulated in New York during the past

From there they were shad- 
owed to 95 Watt street on the west 
side. Detectives shadowed them with 
the result that their lodging places 
were discovered and the fact establish- 
ed beyond a doubt that at both of 
these numbers work was being carried 
on. Yesterday one ot the roomers in

And he did. 


But the proprietor of the pasture 
was an perverse man and would not 
deliver unto 
him 
that which was 
claimed. 


"Lo these many years have I cared 


for that which thou clalmest and in 
my pasture hath she grown from calf- 
hood unto her present ripe maturity. 
She came unto me an estrny and I 
took her In. These many years have 
I cared for her. Her young hath been 
numbered among the increase of my 
herds and upon her milk hath my bus- 
iness thrived. 


"Verily, verily will I not Rive her up. 
"Go thou thy way and forget thLu 
that thou ever hadst a calf. 
"This Is not thy calf. 
This is an 
eatniy and as such shall she remain 
In my pasture and continue to prosper 
me." 


So the searcher after his own re- 


turned unto the city and took himself 
unto the'judges of the county where he 
made claim for that which he had lost, 
alter this wise: 


"H. H. Stevens vs. Robert Mcade 
Smith." 


And for an advocate he selected one 
young man learned In the law of the 
land, who was called by the name of 
McAllister, H. Jr.

in the wrong and 
greatly hath he 
damaged his friend. 


"And for this shall he pay unto his 


friend for damage the sum of two 
hundred and twenty-five dollars if he 
shall rive up the cow. 


"But if he shall not give un the cow 
then shall he pay to. the aggrieved 
keeper of the Inn the further sum of 
fifteen dollars. 


"And for the judges and the advo- 
cates shall he pay Into the court of 
the land the further sum of two thou- 
sand dollars whereupon he shall stand 
absolved from all other and further 
duty either unto himself, the aggrieved 
citizen, the judges or the advocates

During the day he had realized that 


death was near. To those around him 
he had said: "I know I am very sick 
and am ready for death when It comes.' 
Soon after luncheon, and just befora 
the physician forbade his talking more, 
Mr. Armour In feeble tones said that he 
would like to hear the Lord's prayer 
read. 
One of the trained nurses who 


had been attending him drew a char to 
the bedside and slowly read from the 
bible the prayer for which the dying 
man had asked. It was read sentence 
by sentence and each was repeated bj 
Mr. Armour. When the "Amen" hah 
been repeated by him, he sank back on 
the pillow and closed his eyes restfully. 
It was the last word that the great 
financier spoke except feeble farewells 
to his family a little later. 
The end came after two years of ill- 


ness, during which time Mr. Armour 
visited German baths, passed the cold 
months In southern California, and de- 
voted Himself to an attempt to restore 
his health, which, however, had been 
broken never to be regained. For sev- 
eral weeks he had been living at the old 
family home on Prairie 
avenue, 
the 


usual trip to southern California not 
having been taken this winter. He 
came down to the office in the Home In- 
surance building but seldom, and as the 
cold Increased he did not come at ail. 
It was understood in the office that ho 
had an Incipient attack of pneumonia, 
but it was given out no later than a 
week ago that he was on the rnad to 
recovery. It was noted, however, that 
the constant attendance of the family 
physician at the bedside of the sick man 
did not corroborate the favorable re- 
ports at the down town office. For sev- 
eral days the worst had been feared as 
the outcome by the close associates of 
the great captain of industry. 
They 


realized that the depllne from day to 
day did not cease, and that there could 
be but one end. When death came, his 
grandchildren, who had so close a place 
In his heart, were at his residence, as 
was J. Ogden Armour, the surviving 
son. 
Beginning of the Decline. 


Mr. Armour had lost strength stead- 


ily from day to day since the com- 
mencement of the winter. The firm grip 
he had so long maintained upon the 
business of Armour & Co., whether at 
the office or thousands of miles away, 
steadily relaxed. Reports no longer in- 
terested him as 'they were wont to do 
during the first months of his declin- 
ing health. The sudden death of his son 
and namesake nearly a year ago hung 
heavily upon him during the closing 
months of his life. 
The shock he re- 


ceived from that '-vent stopped his pro- 
gress toward recovery In his .winter 
home at Pasadena, and his sorrow re- 
mained fresh until the end. 
His firm grip on affairs was main- 


tained until the spring of 181)9. 
Then 


Mr. Armour was reported to be H sick 
man and these reports were confirmed 
when he sailed for Germany to take 
haths at Bad-Neulu'lm. He spent most 
of the summer at the hospital and was 
sufficiently restored to health to take a 
trip to Switzerland where ho remained 
a month in the mountains. When he 
returned to Chicago that fall he was 
looking well and his friends hoped his 
recovery was complete. 
He went to Danforth Lodge, the sum- 


mer home of his son, Philip D. Armour, 
Jr., at Oconomownc Lake, Wis., where 
he remained until nearly winter. Then 
he journeyed to Pasadena, In southern 
California for the cold months. All the 
time he was at Oconomowoc ho made 
weekly trips to his office in the Home 
Insurance building and received con- 
stant reports of the general drift of his 
business affaire. 
The death of his son, Philip D. Ar- 


mour. Jr., In southern California on Jan. 
2!), 1900, was a great shock to Mr. Armour 
The son went on a visit to his father, 
was taken suddenly with pneumonia, 
and death followed 
with scarcely a 
day's warning. Mr. Armour was not 
able to accompany the funeral party 


:ablislied a large wholesale 
house In 


Milwaukee. This venture was also suc- 
cessful and In a year's time he pur- 
chased the largest 
grain elevator In 


Milwaukee. This led to more elevators 
and other stock. 
In 1868 he came to 


Chicago to take charge of the Chicago 
uranch of a New York packing estab- 
lishment. 
The result 
was that 
the 


Chicago house ceased to be a branch 
and became the largest packing and 
provision house in the west. His per- 
sonal share of this property Is variously 
estimated at from $25,000,000 to JBO.OOO.- 
000. 
In works of charity Mr. Armour's 


monument will be found in the Armour 
institute to which but a short time ago 
he gave $750.000 in one remembrance. He 
was asked once what he considered his 
best paying Investment. 
He replied 


'The Armour Institute." • 
The institute today represents' an in- 


vestment on trie part of Mr. Armour 
and his brother Joseph, of $2,750,000, and 
a yearly expense tor maintenance of 
$100,000. 
"I hav* lost the best friend I had on 


earth and can say nothing further to- 
night." was the way Rev. Frank W. 
Gunsalus expressed 
himself 
on 
Ihe 
death of Mr. Armour. The dead mill- 
ionaire and Mr. Gunsalus, president of 
the Armour institute had been very 
firm friends. 
During Mr. Armour's 


sickness he has been a dally visitor, 
and he was at the bedside when Mr. 
Armour 
died. 
While Mr. Armour's 


name was more generally associated in 
the public mind with the great packing 
and provision establishments In which 
he was interested and which do an an-

business 
exceeding 
$100,000,000, 


employ 20,000 persons, and have repre- 
sentatives In every city of Importance 
In the world, he was actively Interested 
n many other big enterprises.

Donnelly and the Cryptogram.

Ignatius Donnelly was identified 
In 


the nubile mind of late with two things, 
crank politics and the cipher which 
did not prove that Shakespeare's works 
were written by Bacon. Perhaps also 
there was a perception of a connection 
between the two as If both were mani- 
festations of crankiness, though in dif- 
ferent ways. 
Donnelly's earlier career, however, 


wns that of a successful man of affairs, 
and if on some accounts he seems to 
have been so erratic and visionary as 
to be hardly responsible he had un- 
doubtedly a real capacity for leader- 
ship. In his personal contest with oth- 
er men he developed masterful quali- 
ties, and he ployed the game of prac- 
tical politics with a skill and firmness 
which were not to be expected from 
a literary drotimer. 
Such combinations of the practical 


and impractical are occasionally met 
with in persons of less renown, but the 
several elements In them generally re- 
ninln pretty distinct, as if tlfere were 
actually two separate human beings 
represented by the same face tind fig- 
ure. If we could know just how much 
of the Donnelly who bossed the Min- 
nesota senate there, was in the Don- 
nallv who wrote "The Groat Crypto- 
gram" we might get a more correct 
Idea than Is now possible of the sin- 
cerity of that preposterous book. As 
a bit of conscious humbug It 
would 


have been shrewd enough after Its 
kind but the proposition that It should 
be taken seriously Is proof enough of 
a head soft In spots if not over the 
whole surface. 
In its broadest sense the theory of 


a Baconian authorship 
for Shake- 


speare's plays has hnd not a few ad- 
vocates, and since Donnelly's discovery 
there have been others of a eipher-like 
origin. It was a Detroit man, we be- 
lieve, who found that the plays were a 
recital of the life of Bacon In disguise 
and who was able to recombine the 
pa

Ing trades o£ this city upon their employers con- 
stitute a matter that should receive very earnest 
and careful attention, and this should be given

'•jury to the city's interests. 


It is the feeling among the workmen that they are not 


.getting sufficient pay for their services, and there is a good 


deal to be said on that side of the subject. Everyone 
knows that rents are high, the cost of living has been in- 
creased in every way, and in many lines prices are higher 
.In Colorado Springs than they are in other cities. 


On the other hand it is true that already some people 


who desire to come hero to live and who would like to 
build permanent homes are deterred from doing so be- 
cause the cost of building is already very high, and the 
attempt 
to

wages 
by 
the 
men 


would result in the stoppage of business operations and 
; they would be out of work and great harm would be done 


to this city. 


Somewhere along the line of compromise a position 


can be found which will be fair to both sides. The Ga- 


, zette Is not sufficiently well informed to know exactly 


•where that position is, but we do know that a very serious 
effort ought to be made to find it. The one thing above 
all others that this city does not want at the present time 
Is a strike in the building trades. The workmen certainly 
.do not want anything of the kind. The employers certainly 
do not want it. 


The Gazette has sufficient faith in the good sense of 


the working builders of Colorado Springs and 
of 
the 


master builders to believe that it is possible for them to 
"adjust their differences without resorting to a strike, 
thai it is possible for them to do now before the uncount- 
able losses of a strike are incurred what they will nave 
to uo in the end. 


The Gazette does not wish to see cheap labor brought 


Into this city, it does not wish to see a scale of prices so 
high that it will stop building or flood our local market 
with workers from other cities, it does not wish to see 
our workingmen deprived of any reasonable share of the 
city's prosperity. 


Within the next year or two there is going to be plenty 


of work at good wages for every one, and these bright 
prospects should not be marred by the selfishness or the 
unreasonableness of a few individuals or by the indiffer- 
ence of the general public to this most important matter. 


The time to settle this strike is before it begins.

GOVERNOR THOMAS' MESSAGE. 


T 


HERE seems to be a good deal of unnecessary for- 


mality in the custom which requires the 
out- 


going governor to present to the legislature a 
lengthS' message when in a few days his term 


of office expires and the Incoming governor comes forward 
with another long communication upon state affairs. This 
is especially noticeable when, as in the case of Governor 
Thomas, the message is unusually long and unusually 
detailed. 


The practice, however, has this redeeming feature that 


the outgoing governor is apt to be much more conversant 
with the details of state government and the necessities 
for correction and amendment in various particulars than 
the new governor can possibly be; while on the other 
hand the new man is apt to be more in sympathy with the 
new legislature and brings to the task of state adminis- 
tration a freshness and courage that the outgoing execu- 
tive no longer possesses. 


It has been frequently said of Governor Thomas that 


he combines the maximum o£ ability in theory with the 
minimum in practice, and the message which he has sent 
to the legislature affords additional illustration of this 
fact. 


Governor Thomas' long message Is a very careful and 


comprehensive statement of the state affairs. 
It deals, 


an might be expected, particularly with the financial mat- 
ters and makes no effort to conceal the very unsatisfactory 
condition of them. Governor Thomas is at pains to ex- 
plain that his own administration is not responsible for 
present conditions. He declares that'the foundation of the 
difficulty was the mistake made in the state constitution 
In fixing the limit of state taxation at a point too low to 
provide for necessary expenses of government, and that 
the difficulty has been growing worse from year to year, 
successive legislatures having failed to provide the neces- 
sary remedy, although their attention has frequently been 
called to the growing evil. At the present time he quotes 
the figures of the auditor as authority for an estimated 
deficit for the coming year of more than $585,000, and this 
amount arises entirely 
from 
the 
requirements 
of 


first and second-class expenditures, while those of the 
third class relating to educational and charitable insti- 
tutions are as urgently and emphatically needed as the 
others, although not included in the estimated, deficit. 
3overnor Thomas 
believes that the 
chief 
difficulty 


:s to be found in the system by which the several counties 
of the state are permitted to provide for local needs to 


sufflcent amount while at the same time they are vying 


with each other in the effort to shirk a fair share of re- 
sponsibility for state expenditure, 
his evil he proposes to place a 


In the effort to correct 
maximum limit upon 


county levies so adjusted as to compel fair assessment, 
and in this way to permit state taxation to an amount 
necessary for state expenditure. The governor also recom- 
mends that, in addition to this principal change, great in- 
lustrial corporations be placed under the jurisdiction of 
he state board of equalization the same as railroad, tele- 
phone'and telegraph companies now are, also that the In- 
urance tax be increased to 3 per cent., that a tax be 
evied on the business of express companies and that the 
aw taxing the output of mines should be reformed 
o the extent of depriving the assessor of all discretion as 
o the percentage basis of assessments. The enactment 
f a law taxing franchises similar to the one now in force 
n New York was also recommended. 


In regard to these provisions of reform it may be 


airly said that they represent an honest and earnest effort 
o reform the present abuses. 
Whether they would be 


ompletely effective to that end would only bo demon- 
trated by experiment. Whether they are the best plan 
if procedure at the present time is a matter about which 
here may well be a difference of opinion. But it is un- 
questionably certain that the legislature should not follow 
he example of its predecessors, and neglect to perform 
ts duty for the reason that it is not perfectly satisfied 
hich Is the best way of doing it. Whatever plan seems 
o ho best to the legislature after careful study should be 
dopted and It may well be left to future assemblies to 
nako such additions or corrections as actual experience 
may show to be necessary. 


Outside of revenue matters, Governor Thomas takes 


strong stand in favor of the payment of what are known 


as the excess warrants and his words upon this subject 


re worth quoting: 


"A commonwealth which repudiates its honest debts 


>y taking advantage of a constitutional defect supposed 
o be absent when the debt was created, is as dishonest 
md as disreputable as an individual who evades a fair 
and honest obligation by a colorable transfer of his nron- 
orty." 


In spite of its length Governor Thomas in his message 


las succeeded in setting before the legislature what is the 
lamest desire of the people of the state without regard 
o party. They desire that proper provision be made for 
urrcnt expenses, that impending bankruptcy be staved off 
n some other way than by the herculean efforts of a gov- 
rnor acting outside the limits of his strict constitutional 
uithortty, that the honest obligations of the state shall 
ie paid without dodging behind technicalities, and that 
he'burden of taxation shall be fairly and reasonably dis- 
ributed among the various counties and also among the 
•arious classes of property owners. 


The most rudimentary principles of statesmanship, 


he most simple regard for the public welfare and the in- 
erest of the people, require that this should be done. 


It remains to be seen how well the legislature will 


.cquit itself of its duty. 


THE LEGISLATURE AND ITS WORK. 


T 


HERB is a somewhat old-fashioned idea that th 


state legislature is a creature and a servant 
the people, that it Is established and empowere 
for the purpose of promoting the public welfar 


of enacting such laws as are necessary for the good of th 
state, of providing for the necessary purposes of govern 
ment and of performing its work with the greatest ppsslb: 
economy of time and money. 


And in the minds of certain people, possibly old-fash 


ioned, the legislature and its work are judged according t 
that standard and it will be condemned or justified accor 
ing as it comes up to, or falls short of it. 


But the difficulty Is that in Colorado it has been som 


years since any legislature has made any serious effort t 
justify itself before the people upon any such basis as this 
The thought of the legislators seems to have been not ho 
much good they could do for the state but how much bene 
fll they might derive for their own personal friends, the! 
party or their Individual purses. 
Laws have been passe 


or rejected according as they were welcome or dlstastefu 
to powerful private interests, the selection of officers o 
major or minor importance has been made a matter of nar 
rawest partisanship, and public affairs have been neglectei 
and the state administration crippled by tha indifference 
which has resulted from a constant effort to promote per 
sona! interests at the expense of those of the people. 


So bad has the practice become, that the legislature is 


no longer judged by the standard of absolute integrity 
devotion to the public welfare but rather 
by the short- 


comings of some previous legislative assembly, for the leg- 
islature, no matter how notoriously corrupt and inefficient 
it may become will always find some other to which it 
may point as worse than itself. 


The Gazette would be glad indeed if the present legis- 


lature might reverse the rule that has prevailed too long 
and make for Itself a record of honest care for the interests 
of the people and the state. 
If it would elect a United 


States senator without tedious delay and without giving 
grounds for charges of corruption that are immeasurably 
disgraceful and demoralizing, if it 
would avoid 
petty 


squabbling over petty offices and preferments, if it would 
tittacktthc important problems before it in the spirit of 
statesmanship and honest deaire to do the right thing for 
the people, if it would enact the laws that are demanded 
without reference to the influences that may be brought 
to bear by individuals and 
corporations 
whose 
only 


thought is for themselves, if the legislature would do this 
and then go home without spinning the session out to the 
latest possible minute allowed by a wise constitution, the 
people of the state would be ready to welcome a new era 
in our public affairs and to class the members of this leg- 
islature with those who have deserved well of the state. 


With no partisan prejudice and with an earnest desire 


that the present assembly may prove to be all that the 
interests of the people demand, the Gazette extends its 
greeting to the Thirteenth general assembly. 


A NATURAL RESULT. 


T 


HE formal entrance of the Populist senators into 


the Democratic caucus and the announcement of 
their intention to act hereafter with the Demo- 
cratic party of the state, are the natural outcome 


of the political situation. 


There was a time when tlie Populist party represent- 


ed something distinctive in the nation and in the state. 
The Omaha platform was a radical departure from the 
creed of the two larger parties, and the persons who en- 
listed themselves for its support did so with sincere con- 
victions as to the wisdom and honesty of these principles. 
To a majority of the honest advocates of Populism it was 
an undoubted disappointment when the control of the 
party fell into the hands of those who on account of tem- 
porary expediency and a desire for the honors and r«- 
wards of public office were willing to enter into a fusion 
arrangement with another party, with which Populism 
had little in common and to which it was in direct opposi- 
tion In the most material points of its programme. 


By such an arrangement Populism became a. mere ad- 


junct of Democracy. 
The Populists sacrificed everything 


in their political creed that was radical or distinctive, and 
worse than that they destroyed all hope of being able to 
convince the people of the honesty or sincerity of their 
political declarations. 
That the men in control of the 


Populist party were able to transform It into a mere sub- 
ordinate for Democracy, and that the mid-road Populists 
were unable to rally more than a small fraction of sincere 
Populists, can only be explained on the ground that the 
course of national events was such as to make the origin- 
al Populist platform unacceptable to the majority of nom- 
inally Populist voters, and for the further reason that 
the control of the Democracy passed at least temporarily 
Into the hands of men who were largely in sympathy with 
Populist ideas. 


But while these general influences were at work there 


was also another special and powerful factor at work 
along the same line. 
It is the Democratic party and not 


the Populist that is in control of the state offices and the 
state legislature. 
The title of Fusion is effectively used 


in getting votes for a popular election, but when the fruits 
of victory are to be divided, none but Democrats need ap- 
ply. 
At the present time it would be manifestly absurd 


for any Populist, no matter what his personal ability or 
services might be, to expect to receive from Democratic 
hands the big prize of the United States senatorship. 
If 


however, a Populist leader shows his good faith towards 
Democracy by the renunciation of his Populism and'dem- 
onstrates his power of influencing by bringing into the 
regular Democratic camp all the members of the legisla- 
ture who have hitherto stood for the separate party name, 
it places him on an entirely different footing. 


Whatever may be the outcome of such shrewd schemes, 


the fact remains that the Populist party of Colorado is at 
last defunct even in the opinion of those who have been 
directing its affairs for the benefit of the Democracy. 
The 


disappeapnce of Populism from state politics under pres- 
ent conditions is a matter for general satisfaction. There 
was left in the party no element of intelligent sincerity, 
and the practice of fusion had become a source of count- 
less evils. 
The action of the Populist leaders affords 


the proof that every vote cast at the last election for the 
Populist party as something distinct and different from the 
Democratic was the result of deception or of Ignorance. 


From now on the Democracy of Colorado will have to 


face the voters on its own merits and unmasked, and the 
result of such a condition cannot fail to be beneficial. 


I 


SENATOR TELLER AND THE ARMY BILL. 


T IS an interesting spectacle, though seldom a pleasant 


one, to watch the struggle between a man's intelli- 
gence and his partisanship. This is the complication 
in which Senator Teller of Colorado appears to find 


himself-in regard to the army bill now before the senate. 


As an assistant Democrat, elected by a fusion legis- 


lature, he declares that the pending measure is the enter- 
ing wedge for a large standing army, and that it is not 
100,000 men that the administration wants, but 200,000 and 
that they will be wanted for two hundred years. 


But as a statesman, which Mr. Teller undoubtedly is 


and as a loyal American, which he could not help being 
if h« tried, Mr. Teller announces that "I have no doubt 
that as long as our flag floats in the Philippine archipel- 
ago, I will (reluctant as I may be) vote to maintain tne 
army and the flag there. If that is illogical. It is illogical 
because there is no better way out of it." 


J 
Senator Teller's explanation of tae inconsistency of 


his position is not the one that is likely to be accepted. 
He directs his argument against the 200,000 men that he 
says the administration wants, instead of tho 100,000 men 
that the administration clearly needs, and then declares 
that he is willing to vote for a sufficient army to maintain 
American authority in the Philippines. 


The fact of the matter is that Senator Teller finds it 


impossible to get down to the level of his party associates. 
He is too intelligent and too patriotic to pursue a narrow 
policy of obstruction and anti-Americanism, and at fre- 
quent intervals he shows very clearly that the inconsist 
ency is not in the situation into which he is forced by the 
acts of the administration, but In the situation by which a 
Teller is classed for party action with the Pettigrews, 
the Wellingtons and the Arkansas Jones of the senate. 


The collapse of the fusion balloon left Senator Teller' 


in very peculiar (to use a mild word) company. Possi- 
bly no one realizes this better than Senator Teller. Cer- 
tainly no one regrets it more than the senator's oldest 
and best political friends who are now safely and perma- 
nently returned to the Republican ranks in Colorado. 


COLORADO SPRINGS AND THE STATE.

OLORADO SPRINGS has always been engaged to 


a greater or less extent in the development of 
other portions of the state.

The oil fields of Routt, the sugar mills of 
lesa, the mines of Ouray and San Miguel and San Juan, 
he fertile acres of Sagnache, as well as the mines and 
anches of Lake, Boulder, Clear Creek and Chnffee are In 
:lose and mutually beneficial relation with the business 
ircles of Colorado Springs. 


This Is as It should be, for on the one side this city 


annot grow and prosper as it ought to do unless It main- 
alns a very close Interest in the affairs of outside com- 
munities, and on the other the- newer 
districts 


have a right to expect that they shall share' in the ad- 
vantages possessed by this city as a center of capital and 
nvestment Interest. 


If it wishes to secure the position to which it is fairly 


mtitled, Colorado Springs must undertake the promotion 
f outside Interests in a systematic 
and 
comprehensive 


manner. AVe must realize that the Interests of every part 


>f the state are our own Interests, and we must advance 
hem in every way. If. we adopt this broad and gener- 


policy, instead of the narrow one that requires im- 


mediate compensation for every effort outside of our own 
arrow circle, we will rapidly advance our own city to the 
MSitlon it ought to hold. 


Fortunately there is already evidence that Colorado 


Iprings is Intelligent enough to see matters in their 
roader light. Our mining men are working strenuously 
oward the advancement of the great mineral producing 
"istricts of the state without regard to their location, our 
wholesale merchants are advancing the trade interests of 
he city wherever it is possible to do so, our citizens who 
re interested in the tourist business view the progress ol 
Glenwood Springs, Ouray and other tourist resorts with 
atisfaction and not with envy, and the effort of the Ga- 
ette to do what it can to promote the prosperity of every 
art of the state is a reflex of the prevailing spirit and 
entiment of this community. 


There is already a growing belief, by no means con- 


ned to Colorado Springs, that this city should be the com- 


mon ground upon which' may meet all investors and pro- 
moters on the one hand and all those who own or have 


nowledge of opportunities for investment and enterprise 
n the other. 
There is probably no other city in this 


ountry at the present time where there are so many per- 
ons to be found who either have money of their own for 
nvestment or have an actual knowledge of where money 
a to be had. On the other hand there Is nowhere a greater 
•ealth of undeveloped resources or more opportunities for 
afe and promising investment than are to be found in 
he valleys and mountains of Colorado. It should be the 
ask of Colorado Springs to bring the investor and the 
pportunity together, not only in the matter of mines, 
ut in other branches as well, and In doing this we shall 
nd our surest path to growth and prosperity.

There is extant much comment, pro 
and contra, upon the demands made or 
to be mad* upon the Chinese govern- 
ment by the powers. It will be instruc. 
live to observe by contrast what is the 
extreme Chinese view— that is to say, 
the 
Boxer 
view—of 
the settlement 


which should be made, or which should 
some time ago have been made of the 
differences between that empire and 
the powers. Prince Tuan, the leader 
of the Boxers and father of the heir 
to the throne, in Aunust last prepared 
a scheme of settlr <,. .it, which was 
formally adopted by ine Empress Dow- 
ager and the grand council of the Im- 
perial government. Preposterous as Its 
terms appear, they doubtless represent 
what the Boxers 
think, or thought, 


would be a proper settlement and also 
what not a few Chinese Jingoes four 
months ago thought could be imposed 
upon the world. 


Prince Tuan prescribed first of all 
that no forelsm demand for indemnity 
should be so much as considered, bu 
on the contrary tne powers should be 
required to pay China an Indemnity 
of 5300,000,000 and another indemnit; 
of like amount to the Boxers. All mis- 
sionaries should get out of China and 
never return, a^ici all foreign cnurches 


shoulc 
shoulc 


terizes tho man of dreams. It Is as- 
sumed not only that the Filipinos are 
worthy of liberty, but that they are 
now prepared to establish 
nn Inde- 


pendent government. We atone pre- 
vent 
the Inauguration of peace 
and 


happiness in the archipelago. The na- 
tives are thirsting for an era of good 
will. But the Americans are on the 
scene, with guns charged and bayonets 
fixed, and are pursuing a policy of 
bloody aggression. Just let them call 
off tho dogs of war and retire from the 
Islands, and nil will be well with a 
people whose only desiro la for control 
of their country and whose capacity 
to give It good government is past all 
dispute. 


If but the half of this were true our 


position would be an uncomfortable 
one. But no part of it correctly de- 
scribes the situation. We are on the 
around In honor, and we cannot with- 
draw In honor in the circumstances 
that exist. The fighting now in pro- 
Kress is unfortunate enough, and surely 
the American people ure taking no 
delight in It. But were the American 
troops to be withdrawn, and the nrch- 
ipelaao handed over to the natives, 
anarchy 
would speedily set up and 


wholesale slaughter and devastation 
begin. This is the opinion of all who 
have 
investigated 
tho conditions at 


first hand. 
3o that instead of con- 


tributing 
to peace by 
withdrawing 


from the Philippines we should pave 
the way for strife far bloodier and more 
widely extended than has followed our 
own occupation of the 
Islands. Wo 


might. Indeed, In that way start a flame 
which would sweep over the whole of 
that part of the world, and even light 
UD tho continent of Europe. 


The Philippine question cannot be 


settled on sentimental lines. It is a 
very practical question and calls for 
practical, everyday means.

may be sure that If we do not continue 
to employ such means, the Russian, the

All railroads should be torn up, no 
Japanese or other foreigner should be 
permitted to travel In China, the cus- 
toms service should be put under na- 
tive control, exports of rice should be 
prohibited, all duties on imports am 
exports should be doubled, foreign min- 
isters should be excluded from Peking 
and subjected to the humiliating regu- 
lations of a hundred years ago, and al 
Chinese friendly to foreigners shoulc 
be "punished."

hand, by way of compensation to the 
poor "foreign devils," the area of the 
foreign settlements should be doubled 


Now, these extraordinary 
proposals 
are not to be dismissed with the smilo 
which they so naturally provoke, for 
they were no "pipe dream," but the 
serious programme of the ruling senti- 
ment of China, and they represent a 
large and formidable mass of native 
opinion which must be reckoned with 
No doubt Earl LI and Prince Ching 
and Mr. Sheng know better. They real 
itfe, as well as Mr. Wu and all intelli- 
gent Americans, the utter Impossibility 
of executing any such reactionary and 
iniquitous scheme. 
But Prince ~Tuan 
and the majority of the grand coun- 
cil and the Empress Dowager had no 
such realization, and It is probable that 
there are scores of millions in 
China 


who suppose—If they ever think upon 
the subject—that such a plan could be 
executed if 
the

only saw fit to do it. The existence of 
such Ignorance and mad fatuity is in 
itself an appalling fact.

Governor Roosevelt's Achievements. 


(New York Tribune.) 


In Attempting any judgment or Mr. 


Roosevelt's achievements as governor 
it Is necessary to bear in mind the In- 
completeness of his term of power. It 
Is true that he served out the consti- 
tutional period of his office, but 
he 


planned a career of four years to com- 
plete his reforms and perfect his rec- 
ord of service to the state, and fate 
cut him off with only two. Last spring 
he himself 
declared that the great 


problems before 
him had been only 


"partially solved" and he needed an- 
other term to do Justice to himself and 
the state, and after that time the exi- 
gencies of the presidential campaign 
took him from the executive office for 
a considerable period and practically 
nothing was accomplished In dealing 
with state questions. If, then, in some 
cases more of promise than perform- 
ance is seen In his doings, they should 
be considered not as failures, but as 
unfinished w.orks. 


Putting these aside. Governor Roose- 


velt has a considerable body ot achieve- 
ment to his credit. On entering office 
he recognized the department of pub- 
lic works, which had brought such 
scandaLto the state and such discredit 
to the Republican party, and placed 
in control of it as superintendent and 
deputy superintendent men who have 
given the state the best of service. The 
Insurance 
department was 
likewise 


placed under management which com- 
mands the respect and confidence of 
the people. Under his lead tho civil 
service laws were reformed and greatly 
strengthened. He attempted a general 
and much needed reform of our tax 
laws, and he succeeded In passing a law 
to compel the franchise holders, who 
had long been escaping taxation on the 
value of the rights granted to them 
by the public, to pay their share of the 
expense of government. His precipi- 
tancy In dealing with this subject has 
been much criticised, but it should not 
be forgotten 
that only by 
forcing 


through the franchise tax law as It 
stood could he prevent the entire shelv- 
ing of the question, as it had been 
often shelved before. The bill by chance 
had got beyond the control of the poli- 
ticians, and It was a wise and states- 
manlike act to take advantage of that 
situation to force the taxation of fran- 
chises even In an Imperfect manner. 
Defects In the law could be corrected 
later, and there was no assurance that, 
the opportunity once lost, the chance 
would come again for years to get In 
any shape at all this justly demanded 
reform. 


Governor Roosevcl's course In secur- 


ing franchise 
taxation undoubtedly 


made, him many powerful 
enemies. 


When his yielding to machine pressure, 
as In the case of the tax transfer ap- 
praises, his somewhat 
erratic 
utter- • 
ances and Injudicious actions and his 
sometimes unfortunate methods of re- 
lieving himself from the consequences 
of his own mistakes are all summed 
up against him by his critics they must 
balance them with the courage and dis- 
interested devotion to the public wel- 
fare which he showed in bringing about 
this great relief to the taxpayers and 
find the scale Inclined in his favor. But 
for that assertion of himself he might 
perhaps have had his will and carried 
out his policy through a second term. 
Whatever he leaves uncompleted may 
not unfairly be accounted the price he 
paid for doing his duty in the matter 
of franchise taxation. 


Reviewing the .period of his gover- 


norship his follow citizens will Kroner- 
ally acknowledge that Colonel Roose- 
velt's recent employment of his consti- 
tutional authority to remove District 
Attorney Gardiner Is likely to prove ex- 
ceedingly beneficial to this community. 
His activity in the national campaign, 
amply justified by custom, though out- 
side the sphere of his official obliga- 
tions, undoubtedly contributed to the 
result for which the country Is pro- 
foundly grateful and Increased the re- 
spect and admiration with which he 
had been regarded. His own election to 
the vice-presidency, while It Imposes 
upon him pew and perhaps not wholly 
:ongenlal duties, is a highly honorable 
promotion, and unusual interest ana 
best wishes for his contentment and 
continued usefulness will follow him to 
the national capital.

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Inaugural Address of Governor Ormari 


To the Members of the Senate and House 


of Representatives Composing the Thir- 
teenth General Assembly of the Stato 
of Colorado: 
By usage and custom, certain forms 


and ceremonies have been established 
for the Induction 
Into office of the 


executive officers o£ the state, and as a 
part of such ceremony, It becomes my 
fluty, as well as privilege, to make an 
address to this honorable body In joint 
session. 


In making this address, I do not un- 


derstand that it Is Intended that I shall 
make extensive 
recommendations, or 


that 1 shall furnish this honorable body 
with a- vast fund of Information. 


At the commencement of this ses- 


sion, my predecessor In office delivered 
to you a message In which he cp.lie-d 
attention to the condition of the vari- 
ous institutions of the state, as well 
as the financial condition in which this 
great state is placed. 
He has also 


made recommendations for your con- 
sideration upon such subjects as, in his 
opinion, required legislation at your 
hands, and I am glad to say that in 
many, if not all, of those suggestions 
I am heartily In accord. 


Before entering upon the discharge 


of the duties which the people of this 
state have selected me to perform, I 
desire now to express to them my sin- 
cere thnnks for the honor they have 
conferred upon me1, ana having taken 
the oath of office in your presence, I 
desire to say that It shall ever be my 
createst aim to discharge the duty of 
chief executive of this state in such 
a manner and with such a regard for 
the rights of the whole people, as shall 
merit their approval and conmmenda- 
llon, and I will, so far as is within my 
power, uphold the laws of this com- 
monwealth and see that they are main- 
tained without fear or favor. 


Tpon you, members of the Thirteenth 


General Assembly, rests the great re- 
sponsibility of making our laws. At 
this time we need wise legislation. The 
people look to you for. the correction 
ff any evils that may have crept Into 
our legislation In times past. I sincere- 
ly trust that you may, be guided in your 
deliberations and that your aim may 
be the welfare of the whole people and 
it will ever be my greatest pleasure 
to co-operate with you to this end. 


I shall endeavor while occupying the 


position of chief executive of this state, 
to conduct the affairs of state on a 
strictly business principle. The inter- 
ests of the people demand It. It is 
necessary, therefore,- in order to over- 
come the financial position in which 
we are situated, that great economy be 
used in every department of govern- 
ment, 
State Finances. 


The most 
mometous 
question for 


your consideration 
Is that of state 


finances. 
His Kxcellency, Governor 


Thomas, has dealt with this ctuestioi. 
in great detail, and has Informed you 
of the great difficulties he encountered 
in his administration of the affairs of 
state to secure sufficient money with 
which to keep the state institutions in 
operation during the past biennial per- 
iod. I believe he Is to be congratulated 
uuon the course he has pursued. We 
(ire all iustlv proud of our educational, 
penal and reformatory 
Institutions. 


They rank among the best In the land. 


On account of the appropriation made 


hy the last legislature not being avail- 
able for the use of the State university, 
Insane asylum and other Institutions, 
his excellency was compelled to au- 
thorize the issuance of vouchers, ag- 
gregating nearly 'one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, for the payment of 
which it will be necessary for this 
legislature to make provision, and I 
trust 
that no delay will be counte- 


nanced until such provision has been 
made for their liquidation. 


Colorado is the peer of any state in 


the union in her natural resources. We 
are not dependent upon any one line 
of industry. We have a diversity of 
fields. 
Our agricultural 
wealth 
has 


greatly increased during the past four 
years; new gold mines have been dis- 
covered; new coal fields have been ex- 
ploited; 
all lines of business 
have 


greatly Increased, each adding In large 
measure to our aggregate wealth, but 
regardless of this great increase In our 
material wealth, the revenues of our 
.state have not increased, but 
have 


rather diminished. 


Several years ago the wealth of Colo- 


rado was estimated 
at 
considerably 


more than a billion dollars. We have 
had years of material prosperity since 
that time, and yet we find that the 
combined returns from all the county 
nssessors and the state board of equal- 
ization amounts only to $215,000,000 at 
the present time. It would appear from 
the figures given that some one Is mak- 
ing a grievous mistake as to the value 
of the taxable property within our bor- 
ders. The law requires that all prop- 
erty shall be assessed at its full cash 
value. It the law had been compiled 
with heretofore, there would not now 
he a financial crisis. There would have 
been plenty of revenue at all times to 
properly maintain our state institu- 
tions, but with that we have not to 
deal, for the fact remains that It has 
not been done. We are not facing a 
new condition but a state of affairs 
that 
has 
existed 
for a nunibe.- of 
years, and has constantly been grow- 
Insc in extent. The supreme court of 
this state has repeatedly sent out its 
notes of warning, but they have not 
been heeded; former governors have 
urged that immediate action be taken 
to relieve the situation, but their plcart- 
Incs have been In vain. Now there 
stands before us a tank the solution of 
which can no longer be postponed. We 
are face to face with the problem and 
heroic measures must be taken. 


Several . months ago his excellency 


appointed a revenue commission whose 
duty it was to draft revenue measures 
to be presented to this honorable body, 
with the view of enacting such rev- 
enue laws as would relieve our em- 
liarrussment and place us upon a sound 
basis for the future. 
This commis- 


sion was composed of well-known men 
nf this state, men of integrity and 
ability, who were not selected for their 
party affiliations, hut \vith an eye sin- 
gle to the object to be accomplished. 


These men have labored for many 
months In preparing strictly revenue 
measures. 
They have sought out the 


laws of other states and have observed 
their workings. 
The report of that 


ommlsslon and the measures that have 
••en drafted Uy it are before you for 


• nsideration. 
I believe the passage 


' these measures will greatly, If not 
tlrely, relieve us from our present 


' cesslties. There may be some pro- 


•ions in the various acts that some 
you* feel that you cannot concur In. 
11 is a hard matter to enact taxation 
easures that are satisfactory to all. 


"ut I desire to express the hope that 
' any of you are opposed to any por- 


nn of the measures that this commis- 
=on has framed, that you, .will lay aside 
whatever personal prejudice you may 
have, and will work .In harmony and 
accord for the passage of these meas- 
ures, and for the honor of the state. 


All states have had their financial 


Problems. 
We are not alone in our 


difficulty, but we have the advantage 
"f knowing what remedies hava been 
applied by our sister states, and Hnow 
the efficacious result that hag followed. 


We are enabled to see -wherein they 
have made mistakes and can avoid the 
wreckage. 
Great men have worked a 


lifetime upon the problem of an equita- 
ble and just taxation that will fall 
upon people alike, in accordance with 
their condition and circumstances of 
life. As yet the riddle has not been 
solved. Men are not perfect, and are 
liable to err In their judgment. But the 
fact remains that the levy and col- 
lection of taxes are necessary, not only 
for the preservation, but for the very 
existence of organized 
government. 


There can be no government without 


The constitution of the state contains 
taxation. 
the following provision: "The general 
assembly shall provide by law for an 
annual tax, sufficient, with other re- 
sources, to defray the estimated ex- 
penses of the state government for each 
fiscal year." The supreme court has 
said with reference to the above sec- 
tion of the constitution, that, "It Is 
made the Imperative duty of the legis- 
lature under this section to provide 
by law a tax sufficient to defray the 
estimated expenses of the state gov- 
irnment for each fiscal year." 
Your duty Is plain, clear and explicit 


in the matter. For years the annual 
tax has not been sufficient, with other 
resources, to defray the estimated ex- 
penses of the state government, and 
large deficiencies have annually oc- 
curred. It has now become necessary 
that an Increased amount of revenue 
shall be provided for, not only to pay 
the estimated expenses of the biennial 
period upon which we have entered 
but to provide for this large Indebted- 
ness as well. 


The last general assembly was firm- 
ly of the opinion that If a law was en- 
acted limiting the county mill levies, 
that it would be the remedy for all our 
financial ills. 
However, in this act 


there was a loop-hole left which, if the 
counties desired to take advantage of 
it.1 would overcome all beneficial results 
to be derived from the act. 
It was 


provided that any county might levy 
such a rate as It might see fit for the 
erection, maintaining and repairing of 
countv buildings, for roads and for any 
other purposes mentioned in the act. 
I have been reliably informed that it 
has been the practice of the county 
commissioners to levy the tax as re- 
quired by the act, then make a large 
levy 
for the 
purposes 
enumerated 


above, and when the general revenue 
fund became exhausted, have trans- 
ferred 
from the building and road 


funds to the general fund, thereby de- 
feating the very purpose of the act. 
I am heartily in sympathy with the 


imrnose of this act and, unless this as- 
sembly can provide a better method, 
believe 
it should remain upon 
our 
statute books, even though the remedy 
intended to be applied by its provisions 
was not so effective as hoped for. 
There appears to be considerable ac- 


rimony upon the part of the various 
countv assessors throughout the state 
to the effect that the members of the 
state board of equalization do not per- 
form their duty in assessing the rail- 
ways and other corporate property that 
comes under their assessing control, 
and that they are compelled, In order 
to relieve their constituents from heavy 
burdens, to place low. valuations upon 
the property in the county coming un- 
der their jurisdiction. 


Whether or not these accusations are 
well founded. I am not in a position to 
say. but I do know that such a feeling 
should not exist. There should be ab- 
solute harmony between all the as- 
sessing powers of the state. It should 
be the desire of all to comply with the 
law and to do their whole duty In ac- 
cordance with their oath of office. The 
wrong-doing of one official does not 
grant a license to all to follow In his 
footsteps. 
I recommend that you enact a law 


that will bring about a more uniform 
and Just equality of taxation, one by 
which the various classes, grades and 
kinds of property in the different coun- 
ties may be assessed on the same scale 
of value. It does not stand to reason 
that cattle are only worth four dollars 
per head In one county, and perhaps 
In -the adjoining county the same class 
of property may be assessed at nine- 
teen dollars per head. 


I am thoroughly convinced that a 
large portion of our I tax falls upon 
those who are least able to bear the 
burdens. The man who owns a small 
house or a small tract of land pays 
more taxes In proportion to the prop- 
erty he owns than does the man with 
large Interests, while many of our great 
corporations pay an exceedingly small 
tax In proportion to the large Interests 
which they control. 


As an example of this unjust condi- 


tion of affairs. I will cite the large ex- 
press companies which are doing busi- 
ness within the confines of our state; 
the Standard Oil trust which lays 
tribute upon all our people, and many 
other large corporations which absorb 
vast sums of money yearly, yet pay 
no appreciable tax. One reason of this 
may be that -.he assessors are unable 
to find 'any tangible property 
upon 


which a valuation can be placed for 
assessment purposes. This Is particu- 
larly true In the case of the express 
companies and that of the Standard 
Oil trust. These corporations find it 
greatly to their profit to engage In 
business in this state, and as a result 
these large corporate interests should 
be required to bear their proportion 
of the expenses of the state govern- 
ment. They live under Its protection: 
they enjoy the blessings to be derived 
from its government, yet they are not 
contributors to its maintenance. 


Aside from the plan of general as- 


sessment, 
nearly every state in the 


union has been compelled to resort to 
specific methods of taxation in order to 
bring their Incomes Into commensur- 
ate comparison with their needs. This 
method of taxation is not new neither 
is it burdensome. I will briefly call 
your attention to n few of the many 
modes of special taxation. 


A most equitable plan of raising rev- 


enue is that of laying duties on inheri- 
tances. This is not a new idea. It has 
been In operation in many of the older 
states for a groat many years, where 
Its operations have proved eminently 
succersful. This tax should be In the 
nature, of a progressive measure, the 
rate increasing as 
the inheritance 


grows In amount. It hns been said, In 
a general way, that every estate passes 
through the probate courts once in 
every 
thirty years. If this he true, 


which I doubt not. the source of income 
from this one measure would be con- 
siderable. 


Another form of special imposition Is 


that of taxing legal documents that are 
filed in our courts, and with the county 
clerks and recorders. In this state the 
salaries of all the district Judges are 
paid out of the general revenue fund 
of the state, and I see no reason why 
litigants should not be compelled to 
contribute something to that fund. I 
believe It to be a righteous measure1,1 
and that a plan can be devised where- 
bv both the plaintiffs and defendants 
in all our courts, from justice of the 
peace up, should be required to pay a 
fee of fifty cents each, this fee not to be 
taxed as costs and not to be recovered, 
but to be covered into 
the office of 


the state treasurer at the end of each 
month. 
Also there should be a fee 


charged for each writ issued, for each' 


injunction, 
replevin, 
attachment, or 
other paper of a like nature. From thes> 
various sourcen considerable 
revenue 


could be derived, and I respectfully 
submit these remarks to you upon this 
subject for your consideration. 


Another source of income would be 
by Increasing the present tax two per 
cent, on insurance companies to three 
ner cent. I nm reliably Informed that 
the average tax In other states upon 
this class of business amounts to at 
least this sum, and there is no good and 
sufficient reason why Colorado should 
not receive the same compensation as 
is given to other states for the same 
privilege. 


I am a firm .believer1 in the virtues 


of an income tax. I believe It to be Just 
and fair to all. The burden does not 
fall upon the shoulders of those who 
are unable to bear It. I recommend 
this form of taxation to you for your 
most careful attention and considera- 
tion. 


I do not believe that the fees charged 


In the office of the secretary of state 
are excessive; in fact, in many In- 
stances. I do not believe they are suf- 
ficient to properly compensate the state 
for the privileges that are granted. In 
some Instances the fees charged may 
be ample, and while I am not In favo$ 
of charging exorbitant fees, still I am 
convinced that a great many changes 
can be made in the existing schedule j 
by which the state will be more ad- 
vantageously compensated. 


I believe it would be a wise plan for 
this session of the legislature to enact 
a law requiring all Industrial corpora- 
tions operating within our common- 
wealth to file an annual statement with 
the secretary of the state, In which 
report they shall state their financial 
condition, names of their officers and 
directors, and the addresses of the 
same, and that a fee should be charg- 
ed for the filing of this Instrument. I 
will make no suggestion as to the fee 
that should be charged, but leave that 
to you. with the hope that you will 
make an early Investigation of this 
subject and fix such a fee as is, in your 
judgment, just and fair to all. 


There is one matter which appears 


to mo to be of vast Importance and 
which I desire at this time to Impress 
upon you. 
In the early days when 


Colorado was In her Infancy, and the 
mining industry was in its dawn, a 
statute was passed prescribing 
the 


method of procedure in fixing the val- 
uation of a mine for assessment pur- 
noses. I believe at the time of the en- 
actment of that law It was just and 
fair In its principles, and that, in order 
to protect and foster this Industry it 
was rleht and proper that a concession 
should be made that would add to Its 
growth and development, but since that 
time we have made gigantic strides, 
and the annual production of tha prec- 
ious metals alone amounts to millions 
of dollars. I would recommend that a. 
change be made In the existing law, 
and that Instead of fixing the value of 
a mine 
for assessment purposes at 


one-fifth of the gross product for the 
preceding year, it be Increased to three- 
fifths of the gross product for the pre- 
ceding year. This Is relatively fair. I 
know of no reason why the full value 
of a mine cannot be as readily ascer- 
tained as that of any other property,, 
and I trust that you will use evety 
legitimate effort to see that this ap- 
parent discrimination Is discontinued.,1, 
Tou have before you the reports of 
the state treasurer and the auditor of 
the state, as well as those of the var- 
ious institutions. I commend these re- 
ports to you for your studious consid- 
eration. 
The different reports for the 
several Institutions show the immediate 
needs for that institution. Many of 
them need large sums of money In or- 
der that they may be properly operated 
In the future. Especially Is this true 
of the insane asylum. 
This institu- 
tion has long been short of funds, and 
those 
who have been active In the 


management of that Institution have 
found themselves 
constantly embar- 


rassed and greatly hampered In carry- 
inc on the work. This institution is 
under very efficient management. 
It 


has the care of over fixe hundred un- 
fortunate Inmates who should have our 
heartfelt sympathies. 
For the years 


1S39 and 1900 there was only $50,000 ap- 
propriated for the care of this unfor- 
tunate class of people, and the marvel 
is that this Institution has been enabled 
to perform the work it has. I sincerely 
hope that you will make early provis- 
ion, and In a substantial manner, for 
the needs of this Institution, 


You will find In the auditor's report 
an estimate of the expenditures for the 
years 1901 and 1902. While It is a very 
difficult matter to correctly estimate 
the expenditures of the state for two 
years In advance, still It Is possible to 
form a very close estimate. Some of the 
estimates may be a little too high, 
while others may be a little too low, 
but the general average is, in my Judg- 
ment, substantially correct. What has 
been said with reference to the diffi- 
culty In forming correct estimates of 
expenditures may be equally said with 
reference to the receipts. The auditor 
has given you his estimate of what 
the'receipts may be for the present bi- 
ennial period. You will observe that 
the estimated expenditures greatly ex- 
ceed that of the estimated revenue, and 
from this report It Is clear to all that 
some very essential 
legislation will 
have to be had in order to bring our 
revenues within our actual needs and 
requirements. 


I believe that you have all given the 
study of our state's finances a very 
close study; that you fully realize the 
gravity of the situation in which we 
arc placed, and that you are ready to 
enact heroic measures that will solve 
the problem in a satisfactory manner to 
all, and that the state will be relieved 
from its present financial necessities, 
and will be placed upon a sound and 
efficient basis for all time to come. 


The total amounts of the outstanding 
warrants of this state amount to a con- 
siderable sum. 
A 
large 
number of 
these warrants have been overdue for 
a number of years, while no provision 
has been made 
for 
their 
payment. 


While it may be contended, with some 
show of reason, that some of these 
warrants are not what may be termed 
excess warrants, still I believe they were 
issued In payment of the Just debts of 
the state, and in order to maintain its 
credit and its honor, it is under obli- 
gation to nay these outstanding war- 
rants. I believe that this session of the 
legislature should make some provision 
for relieving the holders of these out- 
standing warrants. 
I believe a plan 


can be devised for funding the same 
Into long-time bonds of the state, bearr 
ing a low rate of Interest, and I recom- 
mend that such a plan be carefully con- 
sidered by this legislature. 
I believe 
that any other plan will result In a 
great delay and would probably event- 
ually end In failure and in the good 
name and credit of this state being 
seriously jeopardized, if not entirely 
lost. 


The state has undertaken to provide 


in a generous way for dependent and 
neglected children, juvenile delinquents, 
the Insane, and to provide for the pro- 
tection of society by reformatory and 
penal Institutions. The finances at 
hand have not for a number of years 
been sufficient to meet the just needs 
of these Institutions, but the people of 
Cojorado, with a generosity of heart, 
wish to provide for the bent care and 


training possible within the resources 
at their command. So far as the finan- 
cial resources will warrant, I recom- 
mend wise and judicious approprlo- 
tlons for these purposes. 


The state board of charities and cor- 
rections have given great personal at- 
tention and thought to this branch of 
our state government, and I would re- 
spectfully refer you to the report of 
this board as being one of the best 
sources of information available re- 
garding the needs and demands of these 
Institutions. The demand for increased 
accommodations 
for proper hospital 


treatment for the insane Is so urgent 
that I earnestly hope the present as- 
sembly will not adjourn until it has 
done Its full duty to this unfortunate 
class. 


There is another class of .unfortu- 
nates, namely, those of feeble mind and 
the epileptic who deserve special hos- 
pital treatment and custodial caro and 
training, and some provision should be 
xna.de for this at an early date. 
For the class of morally defective sen- 


tenced to our reformatories and pris- 
ons, training should be given that when 
they are discharged _ from our state In- 
stitutions, ' they 
may 
resume their 
places in society, to upbuild rather than 
destroy it. 


The sentiment In the state for an ef- 


fective employers'., liability law has 
grown until the wisdom and necessity 
for such a law seems generally recog- 
nized. I believe rthe enactment of a 
proper employers' liability law will re- 
sult In better safeguards for life and 
limb, greatly reduce the number and 
gravity of accidents by rail, In mines 
and in mills, besides securing for the 
family of the killed and of the maimed 
employe some 
provision 
for support 
commensurate with the necessities aris- 
ing from accidents for which he is not 
responsible. 
The law, as It now is, permits no re- 


covery for the death or Injury of an 
employe if the accident was the result 
of the negligence 
'of 
a co-employe, 


though the Injured employe was wholly 
blameless. This rule Is wrong In prin- 
ciple; for the employe has no control 
whatever over the employment or dis- 
charge of his fellow workman, nor over 
the manner of his doing the work he is 
engaged In. The employe must suffer 
for the negligence of his co-employe al- 
though there was no reasonable method 
by which he could have avoided It. In 
my Judgment the employer should be 
held responsible for the negligence of 
his workmen, not only to strangers not 
in fault, but to his co-workmon. 
Of 
course this will not carry with It re- 
sponsibility by the employer for In- 
jury to his workman resulting froni the 
negligence of the workman himself, nor 
where the negligence 
of the injured 


workman has materially contributed to 
the accident. 
Such a law will, In my 


opinion, result 
in employers 
taking 
much greater precautions for the pro- 
tection of their own property, as well 
as for the lives and limbs of their em- 
ployes. It must materially lessen the 
number and severity of accidents, and 
In due time will, by Imposing upon the 
employer the necessity of employing 
more competent and careful workmen, 
the using of more perfect machinery 
and the adoption of more efficient safe- 
guards, not 'only materially lessen the 
number and gravity of accidents, but 
reduce the amounts which employers 
now annually pay for their own as 
well as for others' destroyed and in- 
jured property, and in damages to In- 
jured workmen. 


The last legislature enacted a law 
making eight hours In each day a legal 
day's work In certain dangerous and 
unhealthy callings, and declaring pen- 
alties against both the employer and 
the employe that might disregard its 
provisions. I believe the law was wise 
and humane, and If It might have been 
enforced, would have added much to 
the public welfare as well as to the 
health and comfort of those engaged in 
the'callings enumerated in the law. 
The supreme court declared the law un- 
constitutional. Respecting the decision 
of the court, there Is no redress for 
the ovlls the law Intended to correct, 
except by an amendment to the con- 
stitution. If the legislature will adopt 
an act for the submission of an amend- 
ment to the constitution, which will 
avoid the barriers in the constitution 
to that class of legislation, I will cheer- 
fully approve the act: 


The question of homo rule for Denver 
has been a disturbing one ever since the 
enactment of the law under which the 
governor appoints the board nf public 
works and the fire and police board. 
It may occur that governors will be 
elected that have, little or no knowledge 
of the governmental affairs of such a 
city as Denver, and there Is a possi- 
bility of making serious errors In the 
selection of the 
members 
of such 
boards. The temptation may also be 
great to appoint such members as will 
seek to advance the ambitions of who- 
ever has the appointive power, and to 
perpetuate the rule of that particular 
party. Such boards should be wholly 
administrative, and their- sole purpose 


be to best and most economically serve 
the people of the city. This cannot be 
the outcome If -any man's ambitions, or 
benefits to the parly, rise superior to 
the public welfare. I do not know that 
the evils I have in mind will be avoid- 
ed by transferring the power to ap- 
point such boards from the governor to 
the people themselves, but I do be- 
lieve that the responsibilities for all 
city employes should be cast upon the 
people who live in the cities. They at- 
tend to city business exclusively; they 
are paid from taxes levied exclusively 
upon city property. In the same matter 
as the executive officers of a city, and 
I do not know nf a good and sufficient 
reason 
why 
the 
members of such 
boards should not he elected by the 
people at a regular city election. In the 
same way as Is prescribed for other city 
officers. By this method the members 
of the hoards become personally re- 
sponsible to the people, and if they turn 
out to be inefficient officers, the people 
will place the blame where it properly 
rests, and will see that the wrong is 
remedied. 
So long as a governor is 
liable to err in his judgment, so long 
will there be great possibility of mak- 
ing mistakes In appointments of this 
character. 
Place the responsibility 
where It belongs—upon the voters of 
the city—and they will. In the end, take 
care that they are as well served as 
Is possible under our political system. 


I have read with great Interest the re- 


port of the senatorial tax commission. 
I think the recommendations It con- 
tains should receive your gravest con- 
sideration. 
The 
Information the re- 
reports gives presents new pVoblems to 
most of us. but the fact that the land 
tax system of which It treats Is part 
of the permanent tax system of the 
Australasian countries, "should secure 
for the recommendations of the report 
careful 
Investigation and considera- 


tion: and If they commend themselves 
to your judgment, they should be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the state In the 
way of amendments to the constitution. 
Then the system advocated, after full 
public discussion, will be voted up or 
voted down as It commends Itself to 
the sound judgment of the people. 


One of the sections of the proposed 


amendments appeals 
to me 
with 
stronger force than the others. It is 
that which confers local option upon 
towns, cities and counties In the matter 
of exemption of personal property and 
Improvements upon land from taxation. 
It can only be done by the legal vot- 
ers of the town, city or county, and 
they can vote upon the question but 
once in three years, at a general elac- 
tion, and the exemption can extend to 
taxation for local purposes alone. It Is 
the claim of the advocates of the plan, 
and their claims seem reasonable, that 
It will give the opportunity to towns, 
cities and counties to encourage manu- 
facturing and other great .industrial 
enlerrjrises. if they shall have the pow- 
er, by vote of the people, to exempt the 
improvements on land, and the ma- 
chinery, etc., necessary for conducting 
the enterprises, from local laxatlon. It 
may be well to emphasize that this 
proposed amendment docs not affect 
taxation for state or general purposes, 
nor can it affect other than the locali- 
ties that vote to adopt It, for local pur- 
noses, nnd that the right to adopt it la 
permissive only, and to adopt it is not 
incumbent upon any community. The 
entire report Is before you and the de- 
tails of the plans may be fully investl 
gated. ' 
' 


I think the rate of Interest assessed 
nealnst delinquent taxes Is too high. It 
Is fifteen per cent., which, with tho 
penalties for advertising, are too great 
a punjihment and too grievous a bur- 
den to be Inllicted upon a property 
holder for a failure tn make prompt 
payment of his taxes. I think, in most 
of the states, the penalties for non 
payment of taxes are considerably low- 
er than In Colorado, and low penalties 
for such failures are In line, as I view 


, the question, with the sensible and hu- 
mane practices of the limes. Since the 
adoption of the gold standard, rates of 
interest should be materially lessened, 
and in most of the states rates have 
lessened. With a lessened volume of 
sound money, money Is harder to get: 
less speculation is indulged In, and the 
part paid as Interest upon loans, is like 
the ^principal, a,greater purchasing 
power, and therefore the rates of in- 
terest should be lessened. With less- 
| ened rates of Interest the penalties for 


j default In payment of taxes should be 
I lowered; In any. event, In my judgment. 
i fifteen tier cent, penalty is not only now 


but has been for a long time far too 
high a rate ^ impose. An abundance 
of money may now be had in Colo- 
rado, with good security, at five per 
cent. It seems to me that a penalty 
of ten per cent, would bo ample. I am 
satisfied that in ninety-nine out of ev- 
ery hundred cases, the man who does 
not ray his taxes is Influenced not by 
the fact that the penalty for non-pay- 
ment Is large or small, but rather by 
the cruel tact that he has not the 


moncv In hand and cannot procure It 
by any reasonable sacrltlce. I do not 
believe that by lessening the rule of 
the penalty one-third, 
tin-rcf will bo 


any substantial decrease in the amount 
of the taxes paid: while it will remove 
from the shoulders of unfortunates 
burdens that are oppressive and which 
result simply In transferring from tho 
pockets of the property owners to tho 
pockets of the tax sale speculators, an 
unreasonable interest upon tiie money 
they invest in property bought at tax 
sales. 
I would suggest, 
in addition, 


that all other penalties, if any. fur non- 
payment of taxes, be. carefully scrutin- 
ized, and if improvem.-'nt can bo made 
In them along the lino of the foi-o- 
going suggestions, that they be made. 


The. 
last legislature enacted a law 


providing that in all 
civil cases in 
courts of record, which shall be trier! 
by a. jury, not less than three-fourths 
of the number nf jurors .sitting in a 
case might concur nnd return a verdict, 
therein, and that such a verdict slum hi 
have the same force 
ami 
effect as 


though found and returned by all tho 
Jurors sitting in tho case. 


The supreme, court declared this law 
unconstitutional. It may be well 
to 


remark that although a law may in 
fact be unconstitutional, it In no wise 
follows that llio law is unwise or un- 
necessary. When the. constitution wan 
framed, it was made In the best light 
that at that time was shed upun tho 
convention: hut experience, often 
th<» 


very best school of statesmanship, is 
constantly disclosing both the short- 
comings and insufficiencies nf tlie con- 
stitution, with the result that they are 
constantly being amended, and are not 
Infrequently replaced by new constitu- 
tions. 


The Jury law that I have referred 


to was adopted with the general ap- 
proval of the bar of the state. 
I fully 


concur with others in the virtim nnd 
necessity of trial by jury for the set- 
tlement, of civil controversies; but con- 
ditions have so changed in my opinion 
that a Inw providing for verdicts by 
three-fourths of a jury in civil cases is 
fraught with no injustice, while it ex- 
pedites the close of litigation, and In 
dolnc so cheapens it to those who must 
resort to the courts for redress. When 
tho unanimous, jury verdict was insti- 
tuted in England and adopted in this 
country the provocation tn prevent a 
verdict or defeat justice by the facti- 
tious opposition of a single juror was 
not nearly so great; nnd then there 
was a much greater likelihood than 
there is now of justice being reached 
through a mandatory unanimous ver- 
dict. After full reflection and consider- 
ation. I feel constrained to advise that 
the necessary constitutional amend- 
ment be submitted, so that, if adopted, 
a law providing for verdicts by three- 
fourths of a Jury In civil cases may be 
legally enacted by the legislature. Such 
a constitutional amendment, will, in 
my opinion, advance the true interests 


of tho great mass of the people of th« 
state. 
As the law now is, the calling of a 


grand jury is at the discretion of tho 
courts. In no sense can the good in- 
tention of the courts be Impugned, but 
I believe that the Administration of 
justice would be advanced by malting 
the silting nr grand Juries mamlutnry, 
at least once in each year. The growth 
nf crime shoud admonish all Kood citi- 
zens tn take every i-easnnalilo step to 
restrain It. There may be many crimes 
committed of which neither judge nor 
district attorney is made cognisant, 
while several members of a grand Jury, 
drawn frnm tho body of a 
county, 


might have knowledge nr them. Then 
again, favoritism to offenders cannot 
always be guarded agp.lnnt In public 
nfflcers. and through favoritism dis- 
trict attorneys might fail In do their 
duty in donllng with criminals. 
Tt 


secure the fearless and tinpaflial prnse- 
eutinn of all who violate the law, I 
ivonmmeml that a 
law be enacted 


which will provide for the 
sitting nf 


a grand jury at every county seat In 
which a term of tho district court is 
held. «t least at one term of such court 
in each year. 


It is true that the agricultural prog- 
ress of (.'olnrado Is gratifying In the ox- 
trome. 
Hut it must be romeml'ored 


in this connection that the water supply 
nf the state is not inexhaustible, and 
that such progress will, sooner nr later, 
lie limited tn the supply of water avail- 
able for Irrigation purposes. Already 
in our mnst progressive irrigation div- 
isions, the detmind for water is great- 
er during the !at(- summer months than 
tho natural stronmn of such divislnns 
can at such times supply. 
There are 


winter months and tho Hood seasons, 
when those streams carry mnre water 
than is needed fnr the immediate; use 
in the irrigatlnn nf lands. 
1C the water 


which runs unutilized in our streams 
during tho winter arid during the Hood 
times Is stored in reservoirs, suitably 
located nnd constructed, then the wa- 
ters of tilt: streams find of the. eanalR 
nf the state can bo supplemented dur- 
ing periods nf scarcity and thus the 
acreage In cultivation be safely and 
largely Increased. 


This subject of storage reservoirs fnr 


Irrigation waters deserves, by reason of 
its importance, your most earnest con- 
sideration. The. general assemblies of 
Colorado have, from time to time, en- 
acted laws affecting rights in wate-r 
and the distribution of water which are 
superior to the water 
laws of most 


western states, and whlch( thnugh by 
nn means perfect,- reflect credit upon 
our state; hut no efficiency of dis- 
tribution can take the place of tho 
actual storage of waters not needed for 
Immediate use. 
Our state has also, 


bv Its executive water officials, col- 
lected much reliable Information con- 
cerning the water supply nf the state, 
nnd this has been supplemented by tho 
investigation work of tho general gov- 


ernment through the geological survey, 
and thnniKli the officers of tho experi- 
ment stations, department of agricul- 
ture. Tho topographical and hydrogra- 
phies! data, and other pertinent infor- 
mation naturally preliminary 
to the 


actual construction of water stnragn 
works has been largely collected und 
thn time lias nnw arrived for the utili- 
zation n:' thin valuable knowledge. Tho 
question arises, hy whom shall this 
knowledge lie applied and these reser- 
voirs const riii-li-'d? 
Private capital lias 


dnno something in this directlnn. ami 
will doubtless do more. Hut there, are 
many reasons why the mnre Important 
sites for reservoirs—those which are 
adapted 
to the storage 
of surplus 


waters nf i he public streamw and the 
reinforcement of such streams during 
times of necessity—should 
he. iiubllo 


roservnii-s. constructed at public ex- 
pense. Cnlnmdo has 
applied 
publlo 


money tn this work of constructing 
miblir reservoirs' almost, if not quite, 
tn the limit nf her ability. The ability 
nt the state in thin direction Is limited 
because so large a proportion of tho 
state, much more than onf-half in fact. 
Is nubile land—land not subject to tax- 
ation and controlled by the federal gov- 
ornnu.nt. Under these, conditions, It 
seems but Just that tho general gov- 
ernment shonkl construct these puhlio 
stnrafco reservoirs, and thereby con- 
tribute immeaaui-ahly to thn gcmaral 
welfare and tn tho further settlement 
and utilization of Ita western lands. 


To this end, t suTRest then, that you 


memorialize iho congress of the United 
Slates, acknowledging In such memor- 
ial the value of the preliminary irriga- 
tion investigation wnrk heretofore pros- 
ecuted and now being prosecuted by 
the federal rrovcniment and petition- 
ing fnr congrpssinnal action which shall 
sncedilv culminate in the actual con- 
struction of 
these necessary 
water 
storage reservoirs. 


In conclusion I desire to express tho 


hope that we may not forget that wo 
are the servants of the whole peopla 
nf the state; that we h,nre been chosen 
tn n-present I hem In the functions of 
government; that we have made nol- 
emn pledges tn t!ie people and should 
use everv honest endeavor to see that 
they are faithfully performed. 


I beer that I may also express the 
hope that this honorable body use great 
Judgement in all its deliberations; that 
it may he Just and fair to all; that tho 
laws enacted may he wise and Judic- 
ious. 
Whut the people desire Is not 
tno much law, but BOOC! laws that will 
npurate with equal Justice to all; that 
nn one class or the people will be fav- 
ored above another, but that all may 
receive thn blessings 
to be 
derived 


from a jimt and generous government, 
and It will over be my pleasure to co- 
operate with you to the end that th« 
duties nnd responsibilities which havo 
been Imposed upon us may be right- 
eously executed, and that our pledges 
to the penple may bo fulfilled to the 
largest extent. 


NIKOLA TESLA AND HIS 


TALK WITH OTHER WORLDS 


Special to the Philadelphia Inquirer. 


New York, Jan. 2.—Not quite two 


years ago, Mr. Nikola Tesla went out to 
Colorado to conduct experiments in re- 
lation to the wireless transmission of 
energy which has engaged his atten- 
tion for several years. 


Mr. Tesla dwelt on his work to an 


Inquirer man this afternoon. He re- 
gards his latest results as the most Im- 
portant he has ever attained. 
Briefly 


Tesla has been able to note a novel 
manifestation 
of energy 
which 
he 


knows is not of solar or terrestrial 
origin, and being neither, he concludes 
that it must emanate from one of the 
planets. 
While he was conducting his investi- 


gations in his Colorado laboratory tho 
instrument he was using to observe the 
electrical condition of the earth was af- 
fected In an unaccountable manner. 
It 


recorded three distinct, though very 
faint, movements, one after the other. 
May Talk With Other "Worlds. 
These movements were observed not 
once but many times, the number of 
Impulses varying, and Mr. Tesla. now 
firmly believes that with improved ap- 
paratus It will be quite possible for tho 
people of the earth to communicate 
with the inhabitants of other planets. 
In tetlling about his work and his dis- 
coveries, Mr. Tesla said: 
"I set out to carry on my experiments 
along three different lines; first, to as- 
certain tho best conditions for trans- 
mitting power without wires; second, to 
develop apparatus for the transmission 
of messages across the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans, on which problem I have 
been engaged for eight years, nnd third, 
to work on another problem which in- 
volves a still greater mastery of elec- 


trical forces, and which, with my pres- 
ent knowledge, I consider of still great- 
er importance than even the transmis- 
sion of power without wires, and which 
I shall make known In duo course.. 


Pressure of 50,000,000 Volts. 


"There 
were, 
however, • numerous 
points to be found out about electrical 
vibrations, and there were actions on 
which I was still In doubt. In my labor- 
atory in New York I was able to go 
only to electrical discharges of 16 feet 
In length, and I had only reached ef- 
fective electrical pressures of about 
8,000,000 volts. To carry tho problems 
on which I was working farther I had 
to master electrical pressures of at 
least GO,000,000 volts, and electrical dis- 
charges were necessary fnr some pur- 
poses measuring at least 50 or 100 feet. 
"The results I attained were far be- 


yond any I had expected to reach. One 
of the first observations I made In Colo- 
rado was of great scientific Importance, 
and confirmatory of a result I had al- 
ready obtained in New York. I refer 
to my discovery of the stationary elec- 
trical waves in the earth. The signifi- 
cance of this phenomenon has not yet 
been grasped by technical men, but It 
virtually amounts to a positive proof 
Unit with proper apparatus such as I 
have perfected a wireless transmission 
of signals to any point on tho globe is 
practicable. 


Sparks One Hundred Feet Long. 
"In perfecting my apparatus I en- 


countered at first great difficulties. 
I 
had a few narrow escapes from sudden 
sparks jumping out to great distance 
and a number of times my laboratory 
caught lire, but I carried all the work 
through without a serious mishap. I 
gradually learned how tn confine elec- 
trical currents of a pressure nf 50,000,000 
volts to produce electrical movements 


up to 110,000-horse power, and I suc- 
ceeded 
in 
obtaining electrical 
dis- 


charges measuring from end to end 100 
feet 
nnd 
mnre. These results were, 


however, rendered more valuable by the 
fact that they opened up still greater 
possibilities for the future. 


"It was In investigating feeble elec- 
trical actions transmitted through the 
earth that I maclo some observations 
which are to me the most gratifying. 
Chief among these certain feeble elec- 
trical disturbances which I could barely 
note occurred, and which by their char- 
acter unmistakably showed that they 
were neither of solar origin nor pro- 
duced by any causes known to mo on 
the globe. What could they be? 


"I have Incessantly thought of this 


for months, until I finally arrived at 
the conviction, amounting to almost 
knowledge, that they must be of planet- 
ary origin. AH 1 think over It now it 
seems to me that only men absolutely 
stricken with blindness, insensible to 
the greatness of nature, can hold that 
this planet Is the only one Inhabited by 
Intelligent beings. 


Communication With Mars. 


"I have perfected my transmlttlna 
apparatus no far that I can undertake 
to construct a machine which will with- 
out the least doubt be fully competent 
to convey sufficient 
energy to the 
planet Mars to operate one of theso 
delicate appliances which wo are now- 
using here. OK, for Instance, a very sen- 
sitive telephone instrument. 


"With regard to my work in other 


lines which I have plmultaneously car- 
ried on my progress has been most sat- 
isfactory, and I hope that soon electri- 
cal energy may be turned to the usa^s 
of man in a way nnd for purposes such 
as to surpass in Importance all that w« 
have ever done heretofore." 


The Good Opportuity in Yourself. 
Thousands of young people in this 
country arc hunting for good chances, 
and seem to think they have very lit- 
tle to do with the good opportunity 
themselves except to discover it. But, 
no matter where you go, young man or 
young woman, no matter who your an- 
cestors were, what school or college you 
have attended, or who helps you, your 
best opportunity Is In yourself. 
The 


help you get from others Is something 
outside of you, while it is what you are, 
what you do yourself, that counts. 


A habit of depending on self, a deter- 


mination tn find one's resources within 
oneself, and 
not 
without, 
develops 
strength. Crutches were intended for 
cripples, not for able-bodied young 
people; and whoever attempts to go 
through life on mental crutches will 
not go very far, and will never he very 
successful.—(O. S. Marden, in Success 
for January. 


A Veteran Actor's Wise Words. 


The tendency of playwrights to exag-

The'second day's session of the house

. Gentlemen of the'ThiHeenth-General' 
Assembly: It beqpVnfes.'my duly under 
' the, constitution to inform you of the 
condition of the state, and recommend 
such, measures as shall be deemed ex- 
pedient for the public welfare. To do 


. this fully'and intelligently I must un- 
duly-tax'your patience and good na- 
ture; for bur conditions are far from 
•satisfactory, and measures for relief are 
imperative. 


In giving you the assurance that the 


•problems confronting this assembly are 
•most important and far-reaching, I do 
•not at all exaggerate. You are tho 
•legatees of all' the acts and omissions 
i of .your predecessors, and must rem- 
edy the defects they have occasioned. 
; You have been chosen by the people 
•to exert your constitutional powers for 
.-the salvation 'of their commonwealth. 
• It-Is a task you can neither evade nor 
•postpone, -one that you can neither fail 
to perform nor- poorly perform. You 
, must legislate and legislate effectively; 
.-for public needs are urgent and public 
•.demands have been too long neglected. 


Our fiscal affairs are in deplorable 


condition.- They demand and should 
,recelVe your first consideration, for the 
^reasury Is empty and the general rev- 
enues of the state are wholly Inade- 
quate to the public needs. This condi- 
tion Is not a novel one; it has practi- 
cally existed since our admission Into 
the union. Its Immediate gravity con- 
sists in the fact that we have been 
•compelled to live beyond our means 
unUrthe limit has been reached. Our 
' credit' 13 exhausted, and we are face 
to face with the alternative of relief or 
•bankruptcy. This result has long been 
•obvious, was since foreseen, and has 
:Iong been predicted. 
The last two as- 
semblies were warned of It without 


•• avail. Hence the pending crisis. 
. 
Before- the flrst state administration 
was-six months old the disparity be- 
tween the requirements of the govern- 
iment.'and the amount available under 


, a 4,riilirievy upon the assessed valua- 
tion of taxable property was manifest. 
•It sought to remedy the 
deficiency 
by Increasing valuations through the 
agency of the state board of cqualiza- 
"tion, a policy which was defeated by 
-the-supreme court. Deprived of Its one 
•resource, the government 
established 
the practice of Issuing warrants to the 
•amount of current legislative appropri- 
ations and paying them in the order of 
• their issue, without regard to whether 
; they; were within or without the sum of 
tax provided by law for any fiscal 
year. This practice prevailed until the 
2jth day of October, 1899, when the su- 
. preme court decided it to be repugnant 
^to. the constitution. At that time the 
outstanding warrant 
Indebtedness of 
the-state was $784,855.12, $504.320.50 of 
/which 'had' been Invested in the school 
and other stats funds. The result was 
to practically 
Invalidate

debt 
While the state experienced relief Its 
•credit and Its school fund suffered most 
severely. 
• But'the demands of public adminis- 
tration could not be satisfied through 
the .repudiation of the dobt they had 
theretofore created. The state was 
growing-if Its revenues were not. In 
'two years other demands had accumu- 
lated with; no money for their pay- 
.ment. The Eighth general assembly 
'therfore .passed an act, approved on 
-April 11; 1891, appropriating from a 
'special tax of one-half a mill, created 
ana lavied for that purpose, the sum 
of $110,000 to pay outstanding certifi- 
cates of indebtedness with accrued in- 
.t«re»t thereon. The half mill tax was

Tenth general assembly also paid a

$100,000 in amount. This Is met by a 
bond Issue under article 11, section 3 of 
the constitution, but In so doing It ex- 
hausted the state's power of bond Issue 
for such purposes. 
Navertheless the 


expedient enabled Governor Mclntire 
to conduct his administration unem- 
barrassed by the deficiencies of previ- 
ous ones, and this, coupled with the 
good fortune of an unprecedented rev- 
enue to the office of the secretary of 
state, enabled him to meet nearly all 
the public 
obligations, his successor 


nevertheless being compelled to liqui- 
date $14,378.96 in maintenance vouchers 
for the reformatory, drawn during his 
term of office. 


In his biennial message two years ago 


Governor Adams emphasized the sig- 
nificance of the auditor's estimate for 
the fiscal period just ended, showing 
probable receipts of $1,125,346, as against 
probable expenditures of $1,356,752.61 
being a probable deficit of $231,406 61 
He drew a vivid picture of the public 
needs, our growing wants and expand- 
ing necessities. 
He suggested econo- 


mies on the one hand and methods of 
securing needed revenue on the- other 
In my inaugural message to the Twelfth 
assembly I supplemented his appeals as 
best I could, but no relief came from Its 
deliberations. 


Hence the administrative pathway of 
the last two years has been strewn 
with everything but roses. It has been 
a period of travail and tribulation one 
whose problems and vicissitudes have 
taxed to the utmost tho energy nnd the 
resources of the executive. A deficiency 
wus inevitable; how to minimize It to 
keep the state going and to avoid the 
expense of an extra legislative session 
were the factors 
requiring solution.

which I feel warranted In believing will 
be honored both in the letter and the 
spirit. The board of regents succeeded 
in raising funds with which to meet 
the vouchers for the university, and 
those who advanced them 
have the 
same claim to your immediate consid- 
eration. But for the commendable and 
generous action of the parties men- 
tioned, a special session of the Twelfth 
general assembly would have been Inev- 
itable, and while Its deliberations would 
doubtless have brought relief, the ex- 
pense of the session would have beon 
considerable and an added burden to 
the public treasury. 


Some criticism has been made to my 
extension of credit to the State uni- 
versity and the Sailors' and Soldiers' 
home, because their maintenance was 
not absolutely essential to the affairs 
of government., the. institutions bring of 
the third class and their inmates being 
voluntary. 
But the higher education 
of our children Is of the first Impor- 
tance. No greater reproach could rest 
upon a commonwealth than the closine 
of its university for lack of 


The dissolution of Its penal and char- 
itable Institutions and the suffering or 
dispersion of 
their Inmates would be 
less calamitous, and I am sure that its 
continued existence Is gratifying to all 
our peopls. 
The establishment of a. 


home for Invalid and dependent sol- 
diers and sailors of the late civil war 
was a fitting acknowledgment of the 
obligation which the country owes to 
Its defenders. 


While our revenues were swelled by 


increasing receipts from the state and 
Insurance departments, they have been 
diminished In other directions. A sink. 
Ins fund of $30,000 for 1899 and $60,000 
for 1900 for the redemption of capital 
bonds was required by law and created 
under the general levy for state pur- 
poses. Interest accumulating on the 
school fund and amounting to $15.000. 
heretofore paid Into the general fund, 
was transferred to the school income 
fund where It properly belongs. But 
for these diversions the receipts avail- 
able for general expenses of adminis- 
tration would have been $105,000 greater 
than they are. 


The warrants Issued for the expendi- 
tures of 1899 and amounting to $550.000 
have been called In. paid anil canceled 
from the receipts of that year. Of the 
issue of $593,426.13 for 1900, $256,118.61 
have also been called and paid. The 
saving in interest by this procedure Is 
very great; and the precedent thus es- 
tablished for the flrst time will, I trust, 
be faithfully observed by all succeed- 
ing administrations. 


Appropriations were enacted by the 


twelfth assembly, aggregating J472,- 
J55.25 In excess of revenues received. 
These were all essential to the pur- 
noses Intended, not one of them being 
'n any wise superfluous. They were ap- 
proved In the hope that Increased as- 
sessments and revenues might ensue, 
but the hope proved a vain one. They 
are consequently of no forre or effort, 
the supreme court having declared that 
such measures "create no indebtedness 
against the state." 
Their 
reennct- 


nent. however, together with leglsla- 
lon making them available, Is imper- 
ative, as I shall demonstrate. 


For the fiscal year ending November 


30. 1902. the auditor estimates the gen- 
eral receipts at $1.038.500. as against ex- 
penditures of $1,624,283.43. This fore- 
ihadows a deficit of $585,783.43. His es- 
Imates, however, with the exception 
>f the item for the Soldiers and Sail- 
irs' home, are confined to the require- 
ments of first and second class expendl- 
ures. Those of the third class and re- 
alm? to educational and charitable in- 
tltutlons are as urgently and emphat- 
cally needed as the others.

1 valuation. This anomalous condition 
laces the commonwealth at the mercy 
f the taxdodger and the assessor, un- 
er whose combined action it is starv- 
ng In the midst of plenty, while the 
urdens of the honest taxpayer ure un- 
ustly Increased. I repeat that our em- 
arrassment do not result from our In- 
bllity to exact tribute in excess of 4 


mills on the dollar, but from evasions 
f the tax list, whereby more than 50 
er cent of taxable property escapes 
ontrlbution to the public burdens. The 
upreme court several years ago warn- 
d us that "unless the general assem- 
ly elves relief (which unquestionably 
ither directly or Indirectly is within its 
ower) there is nothing less than flnan. 
:al disaster ahead." Its admonitions 
lould have been heeded when given.- 
he task is yours to correct the evil.

Its acceptance wouli 
have Increased the public Income fo 
the past two years by 25 per cent and 
satisfied nearly all the appropriation! 
of tho third class. 


The permanent tax levies for various 


state 
Institutions 
supplemented 
b-. 


other fractional invasions of the 4 mil 
limit, have progressively diminished 
the proportion thereof for purposss 
general revenue until but little more 
than a third of It remains. The rasldlum 
consequent upon the necessity of pro- 
viding a sinking fund for the caplto 
building bonds, was smaller In 1899- 
1900 than ever before and will be small- 
er for the ensuing two years. Two am 
one-half mills were available In 18»9 
1 14-15 mills in 1900. The sinking func 
was $30.000 for 1899 and $60,000 for 1900 
One hundred and twenty thousand dol- 
lars is required for each of the years of 
the pending fiscal period, and taxation 
for general revenue must consequently 
he limited to Hi mills. Upon a. valua- 
tion of JSOO.000.000 this rate would pro- 
duce SI, 500.000, which supplemented by 
the returns of the state and Insurance 
departments would be ample for the 
public requirements. Upon a valuation 
of $210.000,000, the auditor's estimate, 
the return Is woefully Insufficient. 


If bv constitutional amendment the 4- 


mill limit could be summarily abrogat- 
ed and (he right of taxation thus un- 
restricted could be so applied as to 
bring Immediate relief, I should hesi- 
tate to recommend it. The imposition 
of this check upon the power to tax was 
both wise and premeditated. The power 
to tax involves the power to destroy. 
It needs for its proper and normal ex- 
ercise every restraint that experience 
has shown to he salutary. The evil Is 
not that the stnte can tax too little, but 
that the counties can tax too much; 
and the remedy lies in placing a boun- 
tlarv to the latter as well en to the for- 
mer. This can be done by statute and 
when (lone, local authorities will 
be 


compelled to observe the law concern- 
ing assessments, or revenue for local 
purposes wll fall. Such a measure was 
attempted by the last assembly, but 
the limit was placed so high as to prove 
no limit at all. The objections to this 
legislation will not stand the test of ar. 
Rument. An effective limit once exist- 
ed. during which period county and 
municipal governments were ns effec- 
tive as now. Local revenues were am- 
ple for local purposes and assessments 
were more nearly what they should be. 
Indeed, It may be freely stated that our 
financial condition Is the same as that 
of every other state In the union which 
In the past has had two tribunals of 
assessment and levy, one for the state 
and another for townships and coun- 
ties, with restrictions against one and 
freedom of action to the other. Ours Is 
also the experience of many older com- 
monwealths which have sought to rely 
for revenue upon the resources of a 
system of general taxation. I cannot 
too strongly advocate the enactment 
of a statute placing a maximum limit 
upon county levies, so adjusted as to 
compel fair assessments. 


I would also recommend that our 
great industrial corporations operating 
and owning property scattered through- 
out the state he placed with transpor- 
tation companies under the jurisdiction 
of the state board of equalization. 


The state board should also be en- 


dowed with authority to equalize. As 
a board of assessment its functions 
have been active; as a board of equali- 
zation, it has always been moribund. 
As It name implies, it was intended to 
adjust and equalize assessments among 
the several counties of the state by 
decreasing and increasing specific valu- 
ations. that uniformity might be secur- 
ed and unjust burdens avoided. 


The making of horizontal and other 


general reductions In assessed valua- 
tions should be expressly 
forbidden. 


The power to do this is not warranted 
by the existing law. yet it is habitually 
Invoked, 
especially 
by 
the 
county 


boards of equalization. The courts have 
denied the existence of the power, but 
have also held its exercise to affect all 
property within county limits, including 
that falling within the jurisdiction of 
tho state hoard. To equalize includes 
only as an Incident the power to en- 
large or diminish, and while the local 
boards should have full authority to 
alter, correct, diminish and even en- 
large individual assessments when the 
principles of justice and uniformity so 
require, they should not by the ostensi- 
ble exercise thereof neutralize or de- 
stroy the .functions of the assessor by 
general sweeping reductions of an en- 
tire schedule. This brushes aside all 
statutory provisions for the ascertain- 
ment and recording of values and sub- 
stitutes for carefully prepared methods 
of procedure the whims and prejudices 
of the fifty-seven separate tribunals. 


Besides a plan of general assessment 


resort must be made to specific meth- 
ods of taxation which are neither novel 
nor burdensome. Practically every state 
In the union has its special sources of 
revenue without which their incomes 
would fall below their needs. 


Experience teaches that two methods 


of reaching personal property may be 
effectively employed. One is the tax- 
ation of Incomes; the other of Inheri- 
tance. They are neither novel or bur- 
densome. They are both In active and 
successful operation in many of our 
sister states. They are unpalatable to 
to those whom they affect but a popular 
tax is beyond the power of man to de- 
vise. They are Inquisitional, but so Is 
any other direct tax. I cannot embark 
upon a general discussion of their ad- 
vantages on an occasion like this, yet 
I trust they will commend themselves 
to your favorable judgment. 


The insurance companies doing busi- 


ness In this state are by law required 
to pay into the treasury 2 per cent. 
in excess of the premiums annually re- 
ceived over losses and ordinary expen- 
ses incurred within the state. The es- 
timated income from this source for the 
present biennial period is $195.000, or 
$97,500 per annum. The actual receipts 
for the last two years exceeded $215.000. 
This means that the receipts of Insur- 
ance companies from policy holders are 
annually over $5,000.000 In excess of los- 
ses and expenses, the great, bulk of 
which Is taken elsewhere. The percent- 
age paid to the state from this enor- 
mous income, which IF largely profit Is 
insignificant. 
I am reliably informed 


that, the average 
specific Insurance 


tax throughout the union Is over 3 per 
cent. An Increase of 1 per cent, on in- 
surance receipts will give an additional 
$100,000 to this state for the next two 
year?, and tho added 
burden to the 


companies will he scarcely perceptible. 


A similar percentage tax should be 


placed upon the business of express 
companies within the state. 


A horizontal tax of $10 to $50 per an- 


iiur.-. is paid by some of the states upon 
nil companies organizer] under the in- 
corporation laws. It is too small to be 


recommend does not spring so muo 
from a denial of Its justice as from th 
apprehrailon that It will be unduly ex 
erclnd.

In addition, there is an outstanding, 


warrant indebtedness growing out of 
the construction of the capltol building 
amounting to $573,077. to which some 
interest at 6 per cent, must be added. 
If we assume, that the state should pay 
the so-called excess warrants to their 
holders, then It follows that the float- 
ing debt of the state, for the payment 
of which some provision 
should 
he 


made, amounts in the aggregate at the 
present time to $2,073,077. 


During the Incumbency of the office 


of governor, I have with some care, 
examined the status of the so-called ex- 
cess warrants, and have no hesitation 
l_n declaring that the 
bulk of them 


Is hound by 
honor 
and 


are legal and the state 
every obligation of law, 
morality to recognize and provide for 
their liquidation. In addition to these 
considerations, the 
constitution im- 
poses, in so far as the warrants In ques- 
tion relate to the school fund, an im- 
perative command upon us to pay them 
The amount of money Invested in the 
warrants Is lost to that fund as mat- 
ters now stand, but the constitution de- 
clares that the school fund shall for- 
ever remain inviolate, and 
that 
the 
state shall supply all losses that may 
In any manner occur. Thus it is that 
a duty solemnly Imposed by the con- 
stitution upon the assembly with refer- 
ence to the school fund has been un- 
performed up to the 
present 
time. 


Thousands of dollars have been Invest- 
ed by innocent purchasers in these evi- 
dences of Indebtedness issued by state 
officials and apparently upon state au- 
thority. A commonwealth which repu- 
diates Its honest debts by taking ad- 
vantage of a constitutional defect sup- 
posed to be absent when the debt was 
created Is as dishonest and disreputable 
as an individual who evades a fair and 
honest obligation by u colorable trans- 
fer of his property. 


The duty thus outlined is too clear to 


admit of argument. I would, therefore, 
recommend the enactment and submis- 
sion of a proper constitutional amend- 
ment to ihe electors of the state at the 
next general election providing for a 
bond Issue running over a 
series of 


years, at a rate of interest not to ex- 
ceed 4 per cent., for the refunding of 
the entire outstanding 
warrant 
in- 


debtedness of the state. Including the 
so-called excess and all other warrants 
and accumulated Interest thereon, and 
the exchange of as many of said bonds 
as may be necessary to take 
up and 


cancel all of said warrants heretofore 
Invested in the public school fund. 


The action of the supreme court just 
adverted to is one of several brought 
to compel the treasurer to apply the 
sum of 80.000.. being a part of the war- 
rant indebtedness for that year. The 
suits were brought a number of years 
ago, since which time the sum of $89,- 
376.16 has been tied up in the hands 
of the treasurer, and earning 2y, per 
cent, per annum as a deposit, while 
the warrants to 
which 
the 
money 


should have been applied 
have 
been 
drawing 6 per cent, per annum for 12 
years. This condition of affairs Is far 
from creditable, and should no longer 
continue. A committee should at once 
be appointed to examine the warrant 
issue of 1889. and provide for the can- 
cellation of as many valid ones as shall 
equal the amount of the revenues In 
the treasury for that year. No measure 
that can be enacted by this assembly 
would 
redound more greatly to Its 


credit than one which disposes of out- 
standing state obligations, and provides 
for their future payment at easy rates 
of interest.

DEVELOPMENT NEWS 


Following are particulars of develop- 


ment work in operation or recently un- 
dertaken in the camp: 


Flndley. 


Sinking has been 
resumed 
In the 


Steelsmith of the Flndley mine of Bull 
bill, and will continue until the 800- 
foot point is attained when crosscut- 
ting will be started for the vein.
